In  an  act  of  armed  piracy 
unparalleled  in  recent  Middle 
East  history,  up  to  12  Palesti¬ 
nian  gunmen  were  last  night 
holding  hostage  450  passengers 
and  crew  -  including  at  least  six 
British  women  -  on  board  the 
Italian  cruise  liner  Achille 
L&uro  as  it  steamed  from  the 
Syrian  coast  to  Cyprus  after  the 
hijackers  had  reportedly  killed 
two  of  the  dozen  American 
passengers  believed  to  be  on 
board 

Last  night,  it  became  appar¬ 
ent  that  the  gunmen  were  also 
holding  hostage  the  very  future 
of  the  Middle  East  peace 
process.  Their  hijacking  -  and 
the  killing  of  the  passengers  - 
dealt  a  grave  blow  io  the 
surviving  credibility  of  Yassir 
Arafat,  the  PLO  leader,  who  - 
for  the  second  time  in  two 
weeks  -  was  forced  to  deny  his 
involvement  in  a  series  of 
brutal  murders  while  sitting 
impotemly  in  Tunis  near  the 
bombed-out  ruins  of  bis  own 
headquarters. 

From  both  Europe  and  the 
Middle  East  yesterday,  there 
came  strenuous  PLO  denials  of 
responsibility.  Arab  leaders 
generally  accepted  them,  but 
neither  Arafat  nor  any  other 
Arab  seemed  able  to  influence 
the  Palestinians  on  the  cruise 
liner  as  it  crossed  the  eastern 
Mediterranean,  shadowed  by 
Italian  warships  and  plotted  by 
the  US  Sixth  Fleet. 

The  Beirut  port  radio  re¬ 
ceived  a  brief  call  from  the 
hijackers  last  night,  saying  that 
they  wanted  to  negotiate 
directly  with  Israel-  for  the 
release  of  Palestinian  prisoners. 
One  of  the  Palestinian  gunmen 
the  shouted  over  his  radio:  “We

will  hit  any  ship,  any  plane  that 
tries  to  approach  us.” 

As  it  approached  Cyprus 
waters  after  dark,  the  Govern¬ 
ment  in  Nicosia  announced  that 
it  would  noi  be  allowed  to  dock 
in  any  Cypriot  port,  but  the 
vessel  was  holding  course 
towards  the  Eastern  end  of  the 
island.  It  has  earlier  anchored 
about  25  miles  west  of  the 
Syrian  port  of  Tartus,  but 
President  Assad  had  issured 
instructions  that  it  should  not 
be  allowed  to  enter  his  country’s 
territorial  waters. 

It  appears  that  the  gunmen 


on  board  then  killed  two  of 
their  passengers.  In  the  early 
evening,  Pietro  Cordone,  the 
Italian  Charge  D’ Affairs  in 
Damascus,  was  summoned  to 
the  Syrian  Foreign  Ministry  and 
told  that  Lhe  hijackers  had 
claimed  to  have  murdered  two 
Americans  on  lhe  ship.  Western 
diplomats  in  the  Syrian  capital 
said-  that  there  was  no  confir¬ 
mation  of  this,  although  the 
Italian  authorities  were  taking  a 
deeply  pessimistic  view  of  the 
possible  outcome  to  the  drama. 

Earlier,  one  of  the  hijackers 
has  told  the  Egyptian  port 


authorities  at  Port  Said  that  he 
would  kill  “tbe  British”  first  if 
his  demands  were  not  met. 

.After  seeking  Mr  Arafat's 
help  in  rescuing  the  passengers, 
the  Italians  formally  requested 
the  Syrians  to  refuse  any 
negotiations  with  the  gunmen. 
"We  are  aligning  ourselves  with 
the  American  position,”  Mr 
Cordone  said  in  Damascus. 
“That  is:  Not  to  negotiate  with 
terrorists." 

The  Voice  of  Lebanon,  an 
energetic  but  not  always  accu¬ 
rate  Christian  radio  station 
broadcasting  from  Beirut,  re¬ 
ported  that  it  had  monitored 
transmissions  between  the  hi¬ 
jackers  and  Syrian  officials  in 
Tartus.  According  to  the  radio, 
lhe  gunmen  had  demanded 
talks  with  four  ambassadors  - 
from  Britain,  the  US,  West 
Germany  and  Italy  -  insisting 
that  they  should  approach  the 
passenger  liner  on  a  boat 
bearing  Red  Cross  markings. 

Reports  that  a  boat  manned 
by  Arafat’s  PLO  men  had  set 
out  to  rendezvous  with  the 
23.629-ton  Italian  ship  turned 
out  to  be  untrue.  The  hijackers' 
demands  -  for  the  release  of  50 
Palestinians  imprisoned  in 
isracl,  some  for  murder,  others 
taken  from  boats  trvclling  from 
Cyprus  to  Lebanon  -  were 
reportedly  not  even  discussed  at 
an  Israeli  Cabinet  meeting 
yesterday,  the  Italians  never 
asked  the  Israelis  to  consider 
the  matter. 

After  24  hours  at  sea,  hoever, 
the  !  1-9  passengers  and  almost 
330  crew  on  board  must-have 
been  under  terrible  strain  as  the 
ship,  having  left  the  Egyptian

"We  are  working  and  we  will 
work  so  that  everything  may  be 
resolved  for  the  best;  we  are 
trying  to  •  avoid  a  tragedy.” 
Signor  Betlino  Craxi,  tbe  Prime 
Minister,  said. 

While  the  armed  forces  have 
been  placed  on  alert,  military 
moves  by  Italy  have  been 
strictly  limited  and  surrounded 
by  secrecy.  The  Government’s 
view  is  that  force  should  be 
used  only  as  a  last  resort. 

Meanwhile  the  Special 
Branch  has  been  examining  the 
list  of  passengers  who  boarded 
the  Achille  Lauro  at  Genoa, 
Naples,  Syracuse  and  Alexand¬ 
ria  in  an  attempt  to  discover 
how  the  terrorists  got  on  board 
without  creating  suspicion, 
apparently  with  supplies  of 
explosives  and  arms. 

Signor  Giulio  Andreotti,  the 
Foreign  Minister,  met  the 
ambassadors  of  Israel  and  the 
United  States,  as  well  as 
Archbishop  Hilarion  Capucci,  a 
Syrian-born  prelate  who  was 
once  jailed  by  the  Israelis  on 
charges  of  smuggling  weapons 
to  Palestinians.  One  of  the  first 
people  he  turned  to  was  Mr 
Yassir  Arafat,  the  PLO  chair¬ 
man. 

Italian  officials  say  Mr  Arafat, 
gave  assurances  that  his  group 
was  not  involved  in  the  action 
and  offered  to  help. 


The  hijacking  presents  Italy 
with  a  multitude  of  political, 
worries.  Paramount  among 
them  is  that  Signor  Craxi's 
Government  has  set  the  pace  in 
Europe  -in  .  insisting  that  Mr 
Arafat's  '  organization  be 
brought  into  international  peace 
negotiations.  Signor  Craxi, 
moreover,  was  involved  last 
week  in  bitter  public  exchanges 
with  Mr  Shimon  Peres,  the 
Israeli  Prime  Minister,  after  the 
Israeli  bombardment  of  Mr 
Arafat's  headquarters  near 
Tunis. 

Rome's  policy  is  now  feared 
to  be  in  ruins.

US  to  aid  Third  World 
lending  by  easing  rules

American  banking  regu¬ 
lations  will-  be  eased  io  encour¬ 
age  more  Third  World  lending, 
Mr  James  Baker,  US  Treasury 
Secretary  indicated  at  a  news 
conference  here  yesterday. 

Mr  Baker  was  launching  his 
three-point  programme  io  deal 
with  the  international  debt 
problem,  involving  S20  billion 
(£14  billion)  from  the  banks  and 
$9  billion  from  the  World  Bank. 

Mr  Baker's  plan,  as  finally 
outlined  to  the  finance  minis¬ 
ters.  -aid  officials  and  bankers 
gathered  for  the  annual  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  International  Monet¬ 
ary  Fund  and  the  World  Bank 
>cstcrday,  envisaged: 

•  The  adoption  by  dcbLor 
governments  of  comprehensive 
policies  to  promote  growth, 
correct  external  imbalances  and 
reduce  inflation. 

•  A  continued  central  role  for 
the  IMF,  but  also  “increased 
and  more  effective”  lending  by 
the  World  Bank  and  other 
lending  agencies.  Mr  Baker  said 
he  envisaged  that  lending  to  the 
IS  principal  middle  income 


debtor  countries  not  in  receipt 
of  voluntary  lending  would  rise 
from  about  SIS  billioa  during 
the  past  three  years  to  S27 
billion  during  the  next  three. 

•  Increased  lending  by  the 
private  banks.  Mr  Baker  said  he 
was  looking  for  net  new  lending 
to  this  same  group  of  countries 
to  increase  by  about  2  Y2  pci 
cent  a  y  ear,  or  S20  billion  over 
the  next  three  years.  This  would 
reverse  the  recent  fall  in  bank 
lending  to  these  countries. 

The  fourth  element'  in  Mr 
Baker's  original  package,  a 
scheme  combining  the  proceeds 
of  the  IMF  Trust  Fund  with 
World  Bank  and  other  aid 
money  to  create  a  $5  billion 
fund  for  the  poorest  countries, 
fell  foul  of  opposition  from 
other  major  governments  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the  IMF  meetings. 

But  Mr  Baker  said  he  could 
not  “let  parochial  resistance  or 
unfounded  suspicions  block  an 
idea  that  can  significantly  help 
the  poorest  countries",  and  he 
indicated  he  would  be  pressing 
the  plan  at  a  later  stage.

Miners  give  up  last  stand  at  ‘The  Alamo’

Miners  at  Cortonwood  colli¬ 
ery,  South  Yorkshire,  where 
the  threat  of  closure  led  to  the 
year-long  National  Union  of 
Mineworkers’  strike,  haw 
decided  to  end  their  fight  to 
keep  the  pit  open. 

The  men  voted  at  a  branch 
meeting,  by  a  majority  of 
almost  three  to  one  to  accept 
closure  and  to  take  the  pit  out 
of  the  colliery  review  pro¬ 
cedure. 

Most  of  the  600  NUM 
members  still  working  at 
Cortonwood  will  be  transferred 
to  other  pits  in  the  area.  The 


others  will  take  voluntary 
redundancy. 

During  tbe  strike  Corton¬ 
wood,  and  particularly  its 
picket  hut  known  as  “the 
Alamo”  became  an  emotive 
symbol  of  the  miners’  cam¬ 
paign.  The  nun's  decision  has 
been  discussed  by  the  York¬ 
shire  Area  NUM  who  have 
referred  it  to  tomorrow's 
meeting  of  the  national  execu¬ 
tive  in  Sheffield. 

Men  at  the  Brookhouse  ■ 
colliery,  between  Rotherham 
and  Sheffield,  have  taken  a 
similar  decision  with  a  fire  to 


one  vote  by  its  500-strong 
workforce  to  accept  closure. 

Two  factors  are  believed  to 
have  put  miners  under  .  in¬ 
creased  pressure  over  the  future 
of  the  pits. 

Miners  intending  to  fake 
advantage  of  generous  redun¬ 
dancy  terms  were  faced  .with  a 
fast-approaching  deadline  for 
their-  decision  If  they  were  to 
avoid  financial  penalties.  Un¬ 
less  they  gave  12  weeks  notice, 
to  expire  on  December  31  this 
year,  they  stood  to  lose 
thousands  of  pounds  in  unem¬ 
ployment  benefit  and  pension 
entitlements  under  the  Redun¬ 
dant  Mineworkers  Scheme 
brought  about  by  non-payment 


of  National  Insurance  daring 
the  dispute. 

National  Coal  Board 
officials  believe  that  there  was 
another,  equally  strong,  motive 
behind  the  men's  decisions. 

After  the  unexpectedly  quick 
decision  last  month  by  men  at 
Yorkshire  Main  Colliery,  near 
Doncaster,  to  accept  closure  of 
their  pit  -  production  ceases  on 
Friday  -  the  board  believes  that 
many  younger  miners  at  Cor¬ 
tonwood  and  Brookhouse  saw 
their  opportunities  to  choose 
the  pit  to  which,  they  wanted  to 
be  transferred  being  severely 
limited. 

Between  1979  and  1984 
Cortonwood  colliery  lost  £11

million.  It  also  deteriorated 
during  the  dispute  and  the 
board  said  there  is  no  longer  a 
suitable  market  for  the  type  of 
coal  it  produces.  In  the  same 
period  Brookhouse  lost  £16 
million  and  its  coal  is  said  to  be 
badly  faulted. 

A  coal  board  spokesman  said 
the  decision  marked  a  new 
realism  by  miners.  “The  men 
are  taking  a  more  realistic  view 
of  things  and  can  see  the  only 
way  to  secure  jobs  is  to  invest 
in  pits  with  a  long-term  future 
and  not  in  hopeless  cases,”  he 
said.

But  he  also  said  that  the 
Conservatives  had  to  build 
upon  their  achievements  of  the 
past  six  years.  “We  have  much 
more  work  to  do.

I 
have  no  doubts  about  that 

“Above  all,  it  must  be  a 
Britain  in  which  we  reestablish 
and  strengthen  the  unity  which 
has  always  been  the  very 
strength  of  our  nation.” 

Unity,  he  said,  had  to  be 
based  upon  mutual  respect  for 
each  other  and  for  institutions 
which  had  served  tbe  nation  so 
well  in  the  past  -  not  least  the 
rule  of  law  upheld  by  the  courts, 
judiciary  and  the  police. 

Mr  Tebbit  said  that  although 
they  wanted  to  defeat  unem¬ 
ployment,  there  were  no  short 
cuts.  “There  are  no  glib  magic 
solutions  in  pur  vision.” 

But  he  also  said:  “We  must 
work  towards  the  material 
success  and  the  social  stability 
that  can  come  only  in  what  Iain 
Macleod  and -Harold  Macmillan 
described  in  that  magic  phrase 
as  a  property-owning  democ¬ 
racy.";  "  ' 

Increased  home  ownership, 
private  pension  investment  and 
the  spread  of  personal  share 
ownership,  with  people  sharing 
In  the  benefits  of  success,  could 
provide  the  stability  and  the 


dynamic  to  .accelerate  the 
economy,  he  said. 

And  Mr  Tebbit  told  the 
Prime  Minister,  at  his  side:  "We 
are  confident  that  you  will  lead 
us  not  only  to  a  third  victory  in 
the  polls,  but  to  the  achieve¬ 
ment  of  the  property-owning 
democracy  to  restore  both  our 
economic  fortunes  and  our 
national  unity.” 

Mr  Tebbit  believes  that  over 
the  next  decade,  as  more  and 
more  people  inherit  their 
parent’s  homes,  such  “wind¬ 
falls”  will  increasingly  be 
invested  in  wealth-producing 
companies  rather  than  bricks 
and  mortar  -  something  which 
will  generate  growth. 

But  he  also  believes  that  the 
permissive  society  has  become 
“that  violent  society”  and  that 
firm  action  has  to  be  taken  to 
redress  the  imbalance. 

He  writes  in  the  conference 
edition  of  the  Federation  of 
Conservative  Students'  maga¬ 
zine:  “Tbe  civilized  reluctance 
to  impose  one's  own  standards 
or  beliefs  on  others  has  sadly  led 
to  serious  damage  to  the 
structure  of  standards  designed 
to  enlarge  liberty.  Violence.  law¬ 
breaking  and  thuggery  have 
been  allowed  to  pay. 

“It  will  I  fear  take  more  than 
a  decade  to  restore  our  society 
and  repair  the  damage  of  the 
last  20  years.”

hunt  for  mob  who 
murdered  constable 


A  squad  of  60  officers 
been  set  up  in  north  London  to 
investigate  the  murder  of  Police 
Constable  Keith  Blakelock  dur¬ 
ing  the  Tottenham  riot  on 
Sunday. 

Operating  from  Southgate 
police  station,  the  officers  are 
trying  to  trace  members  of  a 
mob  of  more  than  100  who 
swept  down  on  PC  Blakelock 
and  other  officers  as  they 
protected  firemen  coping  with  a 
burning  shop. 

A  knife  was  found  at  the 
scene  of  the  murder  but  the 
police  believe  that  other  wea¬ 
pons.  including  a  machete  and 
an  axe,  may  have  been  used.  PC 
Blakelock  received  wounds  in 
the  neck  and  chest  when  part  of 
the  mob  fell  upon  him. 

Dei  Supt  Graham  Melvin,  of 
Scotland  Yard's  Cl  serious 
crime  squad,  who  is  leading  the 
investigation,  yesterday  ap¬ 
pealed  for  help  from  the 
Broadwater  Farm  Estate  where 
the  officer  died. 

The  cst3te  was  reported  quiet 
yesterday  after  a  heavy  police 
presence  overnight. 

The  headlines  describing  PC 
Blakelock's  death  were  studied 
yesterday  in  scores  of  London 
police  stations  in  a  mood  of 
sadness  and  anger. 

For  some  officers  the  death  of 
a  colleague  during  public 
disorder  came  as  no  surprise. 
They  felt  it  had  been  only  a 
matter  of  time.

if  the  aim  had  been  to 
contain  the  rioters  on  the  estate 
and  prevent  them  from  break¬ 
ing  out  to  cause  more  damage, 
where  had  they  gone  when  the 
police  finally  moved  in,  a  young 
constable  asked. 

An  older  coleague  with 
experience  of  present  police 
public  order  training  said:  “I 
would  hope  the  lesson  has  been 
learnt  and  the  police  act  toughly 
and  quickly.  This  is  an  unbear¬ 
able  price  to  pay  for  inef¬ 
ficiency.  If  there  had  been  a 
bigger  police  presence  more 
quickly  on  the  scene  it  might 
have  prevented  things  coming 
to  the  state  that  they  did."

The  Broadwater  Farm  Estate 
in  Tottenham  is  belter  endowed 
with  comm  unity  organizations 
than  most. 

The  Broadwater  Youth  As¬ 
sociation,  founded  after  the 
troubles  in  1981,  has  spawned 
a  number  of  other  groups  and  is 
now  attempting  to  set  np 
employment  schemes  in  the 
cavernous  parking  bays  be¬ 
neath  the  block  of  flats. 

Previously,  there  had  been  a 
tenants  association  and  a  social 
dub  but  they  were  perceived  by 
some  blacks  to  be  exduding 
them. 

There  are  some  white  resi¬ 
dents  who  see  the  rise  of  the 
youth  association  as  a  takeover 
of  the  estate  by  blacks  but  in 
the  association's  cafe  about  15 
to  20  pensioners,  mainly  white, 
are  served  innch  daily  by  yonng 
Rastafarians 

There  is  also  a  scheme  to 
organize  neighbourhood  care  so 
that  elderly  and  handicapped 
people  are  seen  by  tenants  on  a 
rota  basis. 

In  addition,  the  association 
has  set  up  a  fruit  and  vegetable 
cooperative  shop,  a  launderette, 
a  hairdressing  salon,  a  sewing 
workshop,  a  photography  pro¬ 
ject,  a  fashion  tfcsign  project,  a 
day-care  centre,  a  mothers' 
group,  a  women’s  group  and  a 
pensioners'  group.  Most  are 
funded  by  the  Greater  London 
and  Haringey  councils. 


A  younger  constable  who  was 
on  duty  on  Sunday  night  said: 
“I  had  been  in  disturbances 
before  and  involved  in  some  of 
the  trouble  on  picket  lines.  It  is 
bad  enough  during  the  day  but 
believe  me  it  is  absolutely 
bloody  terrifying  at  night. 

-  “I  don't  think  water  cannon 
would  have  been  much  use. 
They  had  the  buildings  to  hide 
in.  God  knows  what  they  would 
have  fired  at  us  if  we  had  used 
plastic  bullets,  and  CS  gas 
would  only  have  forced  law- 
abiding  residents  out  of  their 
flats  into  the  fray.’’ 

His  colleague,  whose  first 
experience  of  large-scale  civil 
disturbance  had  come  on 
Sunday  night,  said:  “It  certainly 
seems  strange  to  be  on  nodding 
acquaintance  with  apparently 
friendly'  folk  one  day,  and  to 
hear  them  shouting  abuse  while 
their  kids  chuck  petrol  bombs  at 
you  the  next." 

Another  officer  based  in 
Tottenham  said:  “No  matter 
how  hard  we  try  at  community 
relations  we  cannot  relate  to 
thugs,  vandals  and  lunatic 
tearaways,  and  it  seems  we  have 
plenty  of  them  round  here."

Whites  leave  riot  estate  and  blame  outsiders  for  trouble

Fifty  families,  mainly  white, 
have  applied  for  transfers  from 
Broadwater  Farm  Estate,  Tot¬ 
tenham,  north  London,  the 
scene  of  Sunday  night's  rioting. 

Some  have  lived  there  hap¬ 
pily  for  more  than  a  decade  but 
have  seen  trouble  developing  in 
the  wake  of  the  riots  aL 
Hands  worth,  Toxieih  and  Brix¬ 
ton. 

Several  report  having  seen 
milk  bottles  in  crates  being 
filled  with  petrol  by  black 
youths  who  they  knew  were  not 
local  residents. 

Mrs  Doreen  Wcekcs,  a 
middle-aged  while  woman,  said 
yesterday:  “There  used  to  be  a 
time  when  kids  would  stop  and 
help  you  to  carry  your  shopping 
up  in  the  lift,  and  you  didn't 
mind  going  to  the  front  door 
with  them.  Now  I  wouldn't 


want  it  because  I'm  scared  to.  I 
don't  go  out  after  dark  any 
more  because  there  are  crowds 
around.” 

Her  friend,  Mrs  Toni  Tailt, 
said;  “I  never  used  to  bother 
about  walking  around  here,  but 
then  I  got  mugged  under  the  car 
ports  a  couple  of  months  ago. 
They  pulled  my  shoulder  nearly 
off  and  took  my  handbag  and 
roughed  me  about  a  bit.  But 
that  was  young  kids  that  don't 
live  here.” 

Mrs  Renee  Kelly,  whose 
daughter  Teresc  yesterday  ap¬ 
plied  to  move  away  from  the 
estate  after  10  years,  criticized 
Lhe  council  and  the  black-led 
youth  association,  and  added 
that  she  too  had  been  mugged 
six  months  ago.  “The  trouble  is 
that  in  lhe  past  two  or  three 
years  a  small  group  of  people 
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have  taken  everything  over, 
they  run  the  whole  show." 

White  mothers  on  the  estate 
regard  Mrs  Dolly  Kiffin,  the 
force  behind  the  youth  associ¬ 
ation.  with  a  mixture  of  anger 
and  admiration.  “When  she  was 
away  on  holiday  recently  things 
got  really  bad  because  she  runs 
everything.  There  is  a  tenants' 
association,  with  some  whites 
on  it.  but  they  don't  have  any 
say  any  more.  The  council  just 
talk  to  her.  and  what  she  says, 
that's  what  goes",  Mrs  Kelly 
said. 

Her  daughter  said:  “Recently 
its  got  worse,  more  gangs  out  at 
night,  people  just  hanging 
round.  With  three  young  chil¬ 
dren  I  just  don't  want  it  any 
more,  I  want  to  get  out  I've 
even  thought  of  squatting,  just 
to  get  out  quick,  but  that  would 
probably  be  worse.” 

Inquests  on 
PC  and 
woman  open

Inquests  into  the  deaths  of 
the  policeman  murdered  at  the 
height  of  Sunday's  riot  and  the 
black  woman  whose  death 
sparked  the  violence  were 
opened  and  adjourned  at 
Hornsey  Coroner's  Court,  north 
London,  yesterday. 

The  first  inquest,  on  PC 
Keith  Blakelock,  aged  40.  a 
father  of  three,  who  was  hacked 
lo  death  by  about  50  black 
youths,  was  told  that  he  died 
from  multiple  injuries. 

Professor  David  Bowen,  head 
of  forensic  medicine  at  Charing 
Cross  Hospital,  said  that  the 
principal  iqjuries  were  stab  and 
incise  wounds  to  the  neck  and 
chest. 

Dr  Arnold  Mendoza,  deputy 
coroner  for  north  London, 
adjourned  the  inquest  for  three 
months. 

The  court  heard  that  Mrs 
Cynthia  Jarrett,  aged  49,  who 
collapsed  during  a  police  raid 
on  her  home  in  Thorpe  Road, 
Tottenham,  on  Saturday,  died 
from  pulmonary  oedema  due  to 
hypertensive  heart  disease,  an 
accumulation  of  tissue  fluid  in 
the  lungs. 


Another  woman,  who  had 
lived  on  the  estate  for  16  years 
and  was  married  lo  a  black  man 
by  whom  shw  had  three 
children,  said:  “There  was  no 
problem  between  the  blacks  and 
whites  then.  Now  wr’rc  the  ones 
who  arc  disadvantaged  because 
we  have  no  say. 

“When  I  came  we  got 
together,  black  and  white,  and 
we  built  the  bar  at  the  social 
club  and  everyone  used  to  drink 
in  there  and  hold  parties.  Now 
the  social  club  is  just  young 
blacks,  I'd  never  go  in  there 
now. 

“There  was  a  time  we  had 
milkmen  loo.  Then  they  started 
coming  in  floats  with  wire 
round  them,  and  still  (hey  got 
beaten  up  and  had  their  takings 
stolen,  and  al  the  milk  was 
taken  off  the  doorsteps.  There 
isn't  a  dairy  would  think  of 
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delivering  here  now.  It's  the 
same  with  cabs.  You  can’t  get  a 
mini-cab  to  come  near  the 
estate.” 

She  s£id  that  muggings, 
burglaries,  vandalism,  had  all 
increased  over  the  past  few 
months,  culminating  with  a 
robbery  attempt  on  the  Post 
Office  last  week.  Others  talk  of 
teenagers  smashing  windows 
and  damaging  cars. 

One  woman,  aged  76  and 
crippled  with  arthritis,  said:  “l 
live  right  over  the  social  club. 
Recently  there  have  been 
panics  with  loud  music  going 
on  late  into  the  night,  and 
crowds  drinking  outside,  which 
wc  haven't  had  before.  I  had  my 
invalid  car  smashed  up  several 
weeks  ago,  and  got  a  new  one, 
and  that  was  wrecked  on 
Sunday  night’’ 


Labour  crackdown

ft  also  coincides  with  the 
selection  next  week  of  a  new 
chief  whip,  one  of  whose  top 
priorities  will  be  to  improve 
discipline  within  the  parliamen¬ 
tary  party.  Nominations  for  the 
post  closed  yesterday  with  four 
candidates  having  been  pro¬ 
posed.  They  are  Mr  Derek 
Foster,  MP  for  Bishop  Auck¬

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Miners’  blackmail  claim

Mining  unions  last  night 
accused  the  Government  of 
using  today's  deadline  for 
miners  who  want  to  leave  the 
coal  industry  as  “blackmail”. 

Miners  who  agree  to  leave 
the  industry  by  midnight  will 
be  guaranteed  generous 
redundancy  payments  and 
unemployment  benefits  next 
year.  . 

Miners  at  two  South  Wales 
pits  look  a  last-minute  decision 
to  accept  redundancy  because  of 
the  threat  of  losing  next  year's 
benefits. 

A  decision  last  night  by 
miners  at  Cortonwood,  South 
Yorkshire,  lo  end  their  18- 
momh  defiance  of  the  National 
Coal  Board's  closure  proposals 
was  also  seen  as  an  acceptance 
of  the  redundancy  deadline. 

The  proposed  closure  of  Cor¬ 
tonwood  was  the  spark  that 
ignited  the  I2-monlh  mine 
strike. 

The  latest  issue  of  Coal  News. 
the  board's  hcyjsc  newspaper, 
outlines  the  effect  on  payments 
to  married  miners  on  a  weekly 
average  pay  of  £165  who  fail  to 
meet  lhe  deadline.  Lump  sum 
payments  may  not  be  affected 
but  weekly  payments  are 
expected  to  be  reduced. 

Example  I:  A  miner  aged  30  with 
14  years'  service  would  gel  a  slightly 
reduced  lump  sum  of  £15.444.  He 
would  get  no  weekly  payments, 
losing  unemployment  benefit  up  to

Target  kept 
under  wraps 
for  public 
sector  pay

The  Government  is  expected 
to  break  with  pas*  practice  by 
not  announcing  a  target  figure 
for  public  sector  pay  rises  this 
year. 

The  Cabinet  has  abandoned 
its  regular  autumn  announce¬ 
ment  of  a  public  service  pay 
factor  designed  to  influence 
bargaining  for  about  three 
million  employees  in  the 
National  Health  Service,  local 
authorities  and  government 
itself. 

Instead  it  will  be  relying  on 
the  new  system  of  departmental 
running  cost  targets,  which  it  is 
introducing  from  the  beginning 
of  the  next  inancial  year  to  keep 
down  overall  payroll  and 
administrative  costs. 

it  is  being  emphasized  in 
Whitehall  that  the  move  does 
not  indicate  any  relaxation  of 
the  Government's  efforts  to 
keep  pay  increases  down.  Lord 
Young.  Secretary  of  Stale  for 
Employment,  last  weekend 
made  the  first  of  wbat  promises 
to  be  a  series  of  ministerial 
pronouncements  that  pay  rises 
should  be  below  inflation  unless 
extra  money  could  be  justified 
by  self-financing  productivity 
improvement  with  lower  unit 
cost. 

Bui  the  decision  to  scrap  the 
pay  factor  stems  partly  from  the 
increasingly  visible  contrast 
between  the  publicly  announced 
target  and  the  actual  level  of 
rises  paid. 

Although  the  move  was 
considered  before  the  nego¬ 
tiation  covering  one  million 
local  authority  manual  workers, 
their  rise  of  8  per  cent  awarded 
last  month  would  have  sat 
uncomfortably  with  a  similar 
pay  factor  this  year. 

When  the  system  is  intro¬ 
duced  it  will  mean  that  pay  rises 
which  exceed  the  target  wilt 
have  to  be  offset  by  other 
reductions  -  of  employee 
numbers,  equipment  or  other 
administrative  costs. 

Despite  apprehension  in 
Whitehall  about  the  impact  of 
the  local  authority  manual 
worker's  settlement  ministers 
arc  hoping  that  it  will  not  set 
the  pace  for  other  groups.

Wife  killing  ‘not  premeditated’  Support  for  women 
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After  hearing  dosing 
speeches  yesterday  by  counsel 
for  the  defence  and  prosecution 
of  Nicholas  Boyce,  charged  with 
the  murder  of  his  wife,  Christa- 
beL  the  judge  told  the  jury  at  the 
Central  Criminal  Court:  “You 
may  think  one  thing  is  certain  - 
that  what  happened  was  not 
premeditated.” 

Pointing  out  that  there  was 
always  the  chance  of  Mr  Boyce’s 
young  son  waking  up  and 
coming  into  the  room  while  he 
was  head-butting  his  wife  and 
strangling  her,  the  Recorder  of 
London.  Sir  James  Miskin,  QC. 
said:  “If  he  had  decided  in 
advance  to  kill  her.  there  would 
;  be  so  many  better  ways  of  doing 
iL 

“In  this  case  there  is  no 
dispute  that  that  man  is 
criminally  responsible  for  kill¬ 
ing  his  wife. 

“The  only  question  for  you  to 
dedde  is:  is  he  quilty  of  murder 
or  manslaughter?” 

The  judge  said  that  if  the  jury 
were  not  sure  that  when  Mr 
Boyce  tightened  the  electrical 
flex  round  her  neck  for  two 
minutes  or  so  he  intended  to 
kill  his  wife  or  to  cause  her 


serious  bodily  harm,  then  he 
must  be  acquitted  of  murder 
and  convicted  of  manslaughter. 

"But  if  you  arc  sure  that  he 
did  intend  to  kill  or  at  least 
cause  serious  harm,  then  you 
must  consider  provocation.” 

Mr  Boyce,  aged  37,  a  night 
cleaner  and  an  economics 
graduate,  of  Roman  Road, 
Bethnal  Green,  east  London, 
denies  murdering  his  wife,  a 
former  nanny  to  Lord  Lucan’s 
children,  on  January  13. 

The  prosecution  says  he 
dismembered  her  body  in  the 
bath,  cooked  parts  of  it  to 
disguise  them,  and  dumped 
them  in  plastic  bags  in  several 
areas  of  London. 

Mr  Boyce  has  admitted 
killing  her  by  head-butting  and 
strangling,  but  he  claims  he  was 
provoked  during  a  furious 
argument. 

In  his  closi ng  speech  Mr 
Anthony  Scrivener.  QC,  for  the 
prosecution,  said:  “Boyce  is  a 
man  of  substantial  intelligence 
who  was  very  much  in  charge  of 
the. situation  who.  in  fact,  killed 
her  deliberately  and  coolly.

Results  received  from  more 
than  half  the  dioceses  by 
yesterday  afternoon  were  am¬ 
biguous  enough  for  both  sides 
in  the  argument  to  claim  they 
were  satisfied.  , 

Also  expressing  satisfaction 
yesterday  were  the  doctrinal 
conservatives,  who  oppose  the 
controversial  views  '  of  the 
Bishop  of  Durham,  the  Right 
Rev  David  Jenkins. 

The  Movement  for  the 
Ordination  of  Women  said 
yesterday:  “We  seem  to  •  be 
getting  quite  a  lot  of  additional 
support.” 

But  the  Church  Lteion.  sworn 
opponents  of  women  priests, 
confidently  predicted'  that  “the 
Catholic  ’  group  in  phe  next 
synod  will  be  larger  than  in  the 
last  one". 

Neither  side  has  an  official 
“slate”  of  candidates,  so  neither 
judgement  can  b^ tested. 

To  succeed,  the  ordination  of 
women-  will  have  to  receive  a 
two-thirds  majority  at  some 
point  in  the  five-year  life  of  the 
next  synod.  In  the  past.- support 
has  been  below  that  level. 

Unofficial  calculations  sug¬ 
gest  that  in  the  House  of  Clergy, 
which  is  the  crucial  arena  in  this 
matter,  there  will  be  at  least  10 
more  votes  For  the  ordination  of 
women,  bringing  the  majority 
almost  to  two-thirds  provided 
the  “don't  knows"  continue  to 
remain  split 

The  new  synod  will  contain 
at  least  five  MPs  and  probably

Harshell  Foods  (MagniOque), 
of  Park  Royal,  west  London, 
dismissed  the  10  workers  in 
July  1984  after  telling  them  they 
could  be  replaced  by  people 
willing  to  earn  less.  The 
company  advertised  their  jobs 
j  immediately  and  filled  them  at 
the  same  rates  of  pay. 

The  highest  award  of  £3,750 
was  made  to  Mrs  Suphaiux 
Montgomery,  originally  from 
Thailand  but  now  a  British 
citizen,  who  was  one  of  two 
supervisors  among  these  dis¬ 
missed.  The  lowest  award, 
£1,000.  went  to  Mr  Chuch  Pui 
Man.  who  returned  to  China 
after  losing  his  job  as  a  packer, 
but  has  since  returned-  to 
England. 

_ T)ie. awards  were  announced 
.at  the  resumed  hearing  of  an 
industrial  tribunal  on  A.ugust 
■28,  found  the  company  guilty  of 
racial  discrimination.  Five-  of 
the  workers  are  still  unem¬ 
ployed.

aircraft  falls

A  rubber  wheel  chock  fell 
from  a  Boeing  737  over  London 
and  crashed  through  a  roof  at 
New  Covent  Garden  market 
yesterday. 

No  one  at  the  fruit  and 
vegetable  market  was  hurt  as 
the  20  lb  robber  chock  punched 
a  3  ft  hole  in  the  metal  roof  and 
landed  only  a  few  feet  from 
where  a  group  of  people  were 
standing. 

A  second  wheel  chock  fell 
ont  of  the  nose  wheel  soon  after 
the  cargo  aircraft,  belonging  to 
Sabeua,  the  Belgian  airline, 
landed  at  Heathrow  Airport  at 
3.55am. 

The  aircraft  later  underwent 
intensive  investigation  at 
Heathrow  before  returning  to 
Belgium.  The  police  and  the 
Civil  Aviation  Authority  (CAA) 
were  informed,  but  a  spokes¬ 
man  for  the  CAA  said  it  bad  no 
jurisdiction  over  a  foreign 
airline. 

A  spokesman  at  New  Covent 
Garden,  at  Nine  Elms  on  die 
South  Bank,  said:  “There' were 
some  people  just  a  few  feet 
away  from  where  the  chock  fell 
through.  We  were  very  fortu¬ 
nate  that  no  one  was  hurt 
because  at  this  time  of  day  it’s 
coming  up  to  our  busy  trading 
period.” 

He  said:  “We  knew  it  was  a 
Sabeua  aircraft  involved  be¬ 
cause  the  wheel  chock  had  the 
airline's  name  imprinted  on  iL” 

The  1 8- inch  diameter  wheel 
chock,  encased  in  a  steel  frame, 
is  used  for  holding  aircraft 
stationary  while  parked.

Health  union 
calls  for 
Aids  ‘task 
force’

A  permanent  Aids  “task 
force"  should  be  set  up  by  the 
Department  of  Health  to  com¬ 
bat  the  spread  of  the  disease, 
with  extra  cash  for  medical 
staffing,  counselling  of  sufferers 
and  a  public  education  pro : 
gramme,  a  health  service  union 
said  yesterday. 

The  cost  of  caring  for  a 
predicted  total  of  3.000  patients 
with  Aids  (acquired  immune 
deficiency  syndrome)  by  August 
1987  will  be  £60  million,  and 
much  more  will  be  needed  for 
as  many  as  75.000  others  who 
may  then  be  carrying  the  virus, 
the  National  Union  of  Public 
Employees  said. 

The  union  is  seeking  a 
meeting  with  the  Minister  for 
Health,  Mr  Barney  Hayhoe.  to 
discuss  its  proposals,  contained 
in  a  document  entitled  Aids 
epidemic  -  Time  for  action. 

Dr  Antony  Pinching,  senior 
lecturer  in  clinical  immunology 
at  St  Mary’s  Hospital.  Padding¬ 
ton.  one  of  three  London 
hospitals  treating  Aids  patients, 
said:  “We  must  produce  con¬ 
structive  responses,  medically 
and  socially,  to  cope  with  the 
disease. 

“We  need  a  substantial 
injection  of  medical  staff  on  a 
long-term  commitment.” 

Hospital  staff  caring  for  Aids 
patients  were  already  overbur¬ 
dened  with  the  work  involved 
and  were  struggling  to  cope. 

”  fhere  is  a  danger  that  other 
patients,  with  other  diseases, 
will  suffer  from  lack  of  care 
because  of  the  commitment  of 
staff  needed  to  deal  with  Aids 
patients.” 

Mr  Steve  Williams,  author  of 
the  union  .report  and  the 
representative  of  its  nurses 
group  at  St  Mary's,  said:  “It  is 
totally  unrealistic  to  expect 
trained  junior  and  student 
nursing  .staff  on  busy  general; 
surgical  and  medical  wards  to 
be  able  to  cope  with  the 
complex  physical  and  psycho- 
logical .  problems  facing  Aids 
patients." _

Child  sexual 
abuse  ‘now 
at  epidemic 
proportions’ 

One  in  fire  British  children 
suffers  sexual  or  physical 
abuse;  according  to  a  leading 
child  psychotherapist. 

Mr  David  Pi  there,  of  the 
National  Children’s  Home, 
said  that  sexual  abuse  had 
reached  “epidemic  pro¬ 
portions”  and  was  now  more 
common  than  physical  abuse. 

Recent  research  by  Mori 
suggested  that  one  in  ten 
children  suffered  sexual  abuse. 
“But  my  own  view  is  that  it  is 
twice  that,  one  in  five,  who  will 
be  abused  in  this  way",  Mr 
PUliers,  director  of  the  home's 
centre  for  study  and  develop¬ 
ment  of  child  care  practice, 
said. 

Blaming  the  epidemic  on  the 
breakdown  of  family  life,  he 
said  that  children  were  particu¬ 
larly  vulnerable  to  abuse  from 
stepfathers,  live-in-lovers  and 
other  adults  known  to  the  child. 

Warnings  to  avoid  sexual 
approaches  from  strangers 
have  become  an  accepted 
feature  of  school  and  parental 
guidance. 

The  National  Children's 
Home  yesterday  announced  the 
launch  of  a  book  series  called 
It's  OK  to  Say  No ,  which 
to  help  children  to  avoid  sexual 
approaches  from  known  adults. 

The  basic  message  is  for 
children  to  “say  no”  because  , 
Mr  Pithers  argued,  a  rejection 
at  the  outset  will  often  prevent 
an  approach  developing  into 
more  serious  interference. 

The  books  also  advise  the 
child  to  tell  an  adnit  they  bust 
of  any  sexual  incident  which 
has  already  upset  them.

Unita  abandoned  Cazombo 
town  on  September  20,  and 
withdrew  troops  to  the  south¬ 
east  to  bolster  its  defences 
around  Mavinga,  a  once  plea¬ 
sant  little  place  of  a  dozen 
whitewashed  bungalows  along  a 
single  jacaranda-shaded  street 
that  now  lies  smashed  and 
deserted. 

Located  some  140  miles 
inside  Cuando  Cubango  prov¬ 
ince,  Mavinga's  importance  lies 
in  its  an  strip,  which  makes  it  a 
key  staging  point  and  logisitics 
base  in  the  region.  Its  capture 
would  have  opened  the  way  to 
an  attack  on  Dr  Savimbi's  main 
base  at  Jamba,  160  miles  to  the 
south-east 

At  a  briefing  in  his  thatch- 
and-log-roof  bunker  near  the 
airstrip,  Dr  Savimbi  told  us  the 
attack  on  Mavinga  was  laun¬ 
ched  on  August  15  from 
Menongue,  the  nearest  import¬ 
ant  government  air  base.  From 
there  four  Angolan  armoured 
brigades,  numbering  4,600  men, 
moved  south-east  in  a  two- 1 
pronged  advance,  at  a  point  just 
south  of  the  Lomba  river  and  1 7 
miles  north-west  of  Mavinga  on 
September  7.  They  were  held 
and  then  forced  to  retreat. on 
September  29  after  a  big  battle 
the  previous  day. 

Dr  Savimbi  said  the  govern¬ 
ment  troops  lost  2,300  men 
killed,  against  410  killed  and 
822  injured  on  the  Unita  side. 
Unita  also  claims  to  have 
brought  down  17  aircraft, 
including  five  Soviet-supplied 
Mi25  helicopters,  and  to  have 
captured  or  detroyed  151  army 
trucks. 

Dr  Savimbi  emphatically 
denied  having  either  asked  for 
or  received  South  African 
ground  or  air  support,  though 
he  admitted  having  been  given 
more  arms  by  Pretoria  n  the 
past  four  weeks  than  in  the 
previous  10  years,  and 
South  African  medical  teams 
were  tending  wounded  Unita 
soldiers  in  the  field. 

We  drove  north-west  in 
Unita  trucks  through  randy

Dr  Savimbi  claimed  that  nine 
Russian  military  advisers  with 
the  government  troops  had 
been  killed  in  the  fighting.  He 
said  attempts  lo  capture  some 
Russians  had  been  frustrated 
because  they  were  evacuated  by 
helicopter  while  MiG21s  pro¬ 
vided  protective  cover. 

We  were  down  into  Angola 
under  cover  of  darkness  in 
ancient  Dakota  aircraft,  hired 
from  a  Pretoria  charter  com¬ 
pany.  The  airstrip  at  Mavinga 
was  lit  only  by  flares.  The  pilot 
said  the  precautions  were 
necessary  because  “there  might 
be  nightfighters  about".

On  board  the  French  Cor¬ 
vette  Balny,  Sooth  Pacific

peace  flagship  to  warn  the  anti¬ 
nuclear  protesters  on  board  to 
stay  away  from  France's  test 
site  and  to  exchange  pleasan¬ 
tries. 

The  two  sides  had  their  first 
direct  contact  on  Monday  when 
the  officers  crossed  200  yards 
of  choppy  sea  from  the  corvette 
Henri  to  the  Greenpeace  in  an 
inflatable  dinghy* 

They  delivered  a  typewritten 
message  in  French  and  Eng¬ 
lish:  “We  remind  yon  that 
passage  through  the  territorial 
sea  within  12  nautical  miles  of 
the  surrounding  reefs  of  Mum- 
roa  and  Fangatanfa  atolls  is 
temporarily  prohibited." 

Captain  Louis  Kergall  of  the 
Henri  radioed  to  the  Green¬ 
peace  as  they  parted:  “I  am 
withdrawing.  Our  transfer  is 
completed.  I  hope  that  the  next 
time  sea  conditions  will  allow 
ns  to  send  yon  some  cham¬ 
pagne." 

The  Greenpeace  replied: 
“Yes,  I  hope  it's  a  lot  calmer 
next  time  and  a  few  cases  of 
champagne  would  be  most 
welcome." 

An  official  French  report 
said  later  that  the  officers  had 
received  a  warm  welcome  and 
had  talked  with  the  Greenpeace 
skipper,  Mr  Jonathan  Castle, 
for  about  10  minutes. 

Mr  Castle  said  that  he  had 
no1  ill  feeling  towards  French 
sailors  shadowing  his  ship  and 
suggested  tBte  ertws  exchange 
visits.  The  report  did  not  »ve  a 
French  response. 

Captain  Francois  Soileau  of 
the  Balny  said  earlier  that 
warships  in  the  area  had. 
stepped  up’  there  vigilance 
because  the  Greenpeace  had 
edged  closer  to  the  12-mile 
limit  around  the  ^  forbidden 
atolls  reaching  a  neighbouring 
24-mile  zone.

Mitterrand  maintains 
confidence  in  spite  of 
Greenpeace  scandal

President  Mitterrand's  suc¬ 
cessful  two-day  visit  to  Brittany, 
seems  to  confirm  poll  findings 
which  indicate  that,  on  the 
home  front  at  least,  he  has 
emerged  virtually  unscathed 
from  the  Greenpeace  scandal. 
Almost  everywhere  he  went  in 
the  predominantly  right-wing 
region,  be  received  a  respectful 
and  warm  welcome. 

On  Sunday.  Le  Figaro ^maga¬ 
zine  published  a  poll  carried  out 
at  the  height  of  the  Greenpeace 
scandal  immediately  after  the 
Defence  Minister  had  resigned 
and  at  the  time  when  France 
finally  admitted  its  direct 
responsibility  for  sinking  the 
Rauibow  Warrior.  The  poll 
shows  that  the  proportion  of 
French  people  expressing  confi¬ 
dence  in  M-  Mitterrand  has 
remained  stable  -  at  a  not 
uncreditable  38  per  cent,  the 
same  as  his  rating  in  the 
previous  month,  while  that  of 
M  Laurent  Favius.  the  Prime 
Ministdr,  has  actually  risen  by 
one  point  to  48  per  cent. 

Los  than  six  months  before 
the  general  election  in  France, 
the  political  scene  remains  as 
confused  and.  paradoxical  as 
ever.

Hundreds 
missing  in 
Puerto  Rico 
mudslides 

Ponge,  Puerto  Rica  (AP)  -

A  new  crisis  has  erupted  in 
the  troubled  relations  between 
Nicaragua's  Sandinista 

Government  and  tbe  country’s 
Roman  Catholic  Church. 

Church  leaders  are  demand¬ 
ing  the  release  of  1 1  young  men 
arrested  for  alleged  evasion  of 
military  service,  arguing  that 
they  are  seminarians  studying 
for  the  priesthood.  They  were 
arrested  in  two  separate  inci¬ 
dents  at  parishes  in  the  south 
of  the  country  where  there  are 
no  properly  constituted  semin¬ 
aries.

The  trouble  with  the  LPO’s 
Festival  Hall  season  is  that  Tenn¬ 
stedt  does  not  appear  again  until  the 
spring,  and  with  Solti's  Bruckner 
Seven  not  weighing  in  until 
February  25  the  pre-Christmas 
entertainment  looks  decidedly  light¬ 
weight.

If  the  LPO’s  best  programmes 
reflect  Tennstedt's  strengths,  then 
the  Royal  Philharmonic  Orchestra's 


season  seems  designed  to  hide 
Previn's  weaknesses.  When  the 
orchestra  appointed  its  new  princi¬ 
pal  conductor,  the  players  were 
probably  thinking  in  hard-headed 
business  terms:  hoping  that  Previn’s 
television  feme  would  further 
enhance  the  remarkable  uplift .  in 
their  orchestra's  financial  circum¬ 
stances .  They  also  knew  that  Previn 
has  a- rare  gift  for  interpreting  the 
firecracker  repertoire  of  the  late 
nineteenth  and  early  twentieth 
centuries  but  very  little  aptitude  for 
the  standard  Viennese  classics  -  and 
they  have  programmed  accordingly. 
So  if  you  book  for  the  RPO‘s  six- 
txartert  Previn  series  (beginning 
November  7)  you  will  be  in  for 
exciting  and  polished  performances 
of  works  like  Mussorgsky’s  Pictures 
from  an  Exhibition,  Vaughan  Wil¬ 
liams's  A  London  Symphony  and 
Copland's  Appalachian  Spring:  but 
no  Haydn,  no  Mozart,  no  Schubert 
and  very  little  Beethoven  or 
Brahms.

The  Philharmonia’s  Festival  Hall 
season  looks  better  balanced  in 
every  respect  and,  since  these 
players  are  currently  making  such  a 
good,  beefy  sound,  there  are  few 
conceits  here  to  be  avoided.  The 
autumn  has  a  solid  look:  four 
Mahler  symphonies,  six  by  Beet¬ 
hoven,  three  by  Brahms;  a  dozen  of 
your  best-loved  concertos.  But  the 
orchestra  cannily  peps  up  its  spring 
season  with  two  five-concert  series 
devoted  to  Britten  and  Elgar, 
conducted  by  Andrew  Davis,  and  to

Even  the  Philharmonia's  season 
has  a  few  oddities.  Bach's  B  minor 
Mass,  stretched  to  heavenly  lengths 
by  Carlo  Maria  Giulini.  seems  a 
strange  piece  foe  a  symphony 
orchestra  to  chose  to  celebrate  its 
fortieth  birthday.  Such  is  Giulini's 
box-office  puIL  though,  that  the 
event  is  scheduled  on  successive 
nights  (November  17  .and  18). 
Purists  will  ensure  that  they  have 
prior  engagements,  and  I  think  that 
Elgar  devotees  brought  up  on  Boult's 
interpretations  may  be  in  for  a 
surprise  when  Sinopoli  has  his  all- 
Elgar  evening  (December  4).  But  I 
am  pleased  that  the  talented  Esa- 
Pekka  Salonen  is  to  conduct 
Messiaen’s  vast  and  exotic  Turanga- 
lila  Symphony  (November  9).

It 
cannot  be  much  more  fun  having  to 
deliver  four  consecutive  evenings  of 
Christmas  music  than  it  would  be  to 
attend  them,  although  (to  misquote 
Mr  Tan  Botham's  celebrated  quip)  I 
may  well  buy  my  mother-in-law 
tickets.

Nothing  to  grouse  about 
when  dining  a  deux 


The  best  cooking  I  do  is  just  for 
the  two  of  us.  It  sounds  silly  to 
say  I  had  not  noticed  before 
now.  because  everyone' has  had 
the  maddening  experience  of  a 
trusted  recipe  being  less  than  its 
best  when  there  is  someone  at 
the  table  one  particularly  wants 
to  please.  What  I  had  not 
worked  out  properly  before 
were  the  reasons  why  this 
should  be  so. 

Is  it  coincidence  that  every¬ 
day  meals  cooked  with  a  glass  of 
wine  to  band  after  the  day's 
.work  is  done  are  often  the  most 
accomplished?  Not  really.  One 
reason  is  that  the  ingredients  on 
the  menu  are  those  which  offer 
the  best  combination  of  good 
quality  and  good  value.  Another 
is  that  we  don't  keep  the  food 
wailing.  We  eat  it  as  soon  as  it  is 
ready. 

Put  another  way.  it  is  advice 
we  have  heard  before.  To  shop 
with  a  flexible  menu  in  mind, 
never  insisting  on  asparagus  at 
any  price,  and  not  to  tackle 
anything  loo  tricky,  or  new.  but 
keep  things  simple  when  enter¬ 
taining. 

Roast  grouse  is  a  case  in 
point.  On  our  own  we  would 
not  have  a  first  course  with  such 
a  substantial  dish  to  follow.  In 
the  10  minutes  the  birds  are 
resting  after  roasting  there  is 
plenty  of  lime  to  fry  a  couple  of 
big  croutons  for  them  to  sit  on, 
and  to  catch  the  vegetables  the 
moment  they  are  done. 

Reheated  croutons  are  not  a 
great  success  and.  as  I  am  not 
prepared  to  fry  them  between 
courses.  I  now  leave  them  out 
when  entertaining.

Roast  grouse 
Serves  two 


2  young  grouse 


30g  (1  oz)  butter 


Seasoned  flour 


It  does  not  matter  whether 
the  birds  are  cocks  or  hens,  only 
that  they  are  young  and  that 
they  have  been  hung.  However 
young  they  are  they  will  still 
benefit  from  hanging,  though 
not  necessarily  to  the  point 
where  they  taste  at  all  high. 
Hanging  not  only  develops  the 
flavour  of  the  meat,  but 
tenderizes  it  too. 


Bought  birds  will  have  been 
trussed  and  battled  with  fat 
ready  for  the  oven  and  this 
work  must  first  be  undone. 
Discard  the  trussing  strings  and 
keep  the  barding  fat.  Cut  off  the 
back,  legs  and  wings  in  one 
piece,  leaving  the  breast,  still 
attached  to  its  bone,  also  in  one 
piece.  Remove  any  innards  left 
inside  the  birds,  usually  the 
heart  and  liver. 

Set  the  backs  on  a  buttered 
roasting  tin  just  as  if  they  were 
whole  birds,  and  set  the  breasts, 
lavishly  buttered,  on  top  of 
them.  Lay  the  barding  fat  on  the 
breasts. 

Roast  the  grouse  in  a  pre¬ 
heated  hot  oven  (230,IC/450‘’F. 
gas  mark  8)  for  15  minutes. 
Remove  the  fat,  dust  the  birds 
wiih  seasoned  flour  and  roast 
them  for  10  minutes  more  (or 
for  five  minutes  more  if  the 
grouse  are  very  small,  or  if  they 
will  be  rested  for  longer  than  10 
minutes).  Rest  the  birds  in  a 
warm  place  for  10  minutes 
before  serving  the  breasts  only, 
just  as  they  are,  or  set  on  a 
crouton  of  fried  bread  which 
has  been  spread  with  rough 
paste  of  mushroom,  onion  and 
the  grouse  livers  sauted  together 
and  mashed.  ‘ 

Reluctantly,  I  discard  the 
legs,  which  arc  both  stringy  and 
bitter. 

The  only  problem  with 
grouse  is  gravy,  because  grouse 
stock,  too.  is  invariably  and 
undisguisably  bitter.  Stock 
made  with  the  carcasses  of  other 
game  birds  is  a  belter  alterna¬ 
tive,  and  tinned  game  con¬ 
somme  offers  another  choice. 


This  week  I  was  going  to  try  a 
long  and  fairly  fancy  recipe  for 
pheasant  poached  in  grape, 
orange  and  pomegranate  juice, 
with  skinned  walnut  halves  for 
good  measure.  I  was  not  looking 
forward  to  skinning  the  wal¬ 
nuts.  which  is  one  of  those 
fiddly  jobs  like  peeling  Jerusa¬ 
lem  artichokes.  Then  I  came 
across  a  much  simpler  recipe 
which  combines  the  first  of.  this 
season’s  pheasants  with  the  last 
of  summer's  fresh  herbs  - 
deliciously.

1  teaspoon  chopped  basil 


2  teaspoons  chopped  tarragon 
8  tablespoons  chopped  parsley 
1  tablespoon  brandy  _ 


4  tablespoons  butter,  softened 
2  young  pheasants _ 


Salt  and  freshly  ground  black 
pepper  _ 


Verv  finely  chop,  process  or 
grind  together  with  a  pestle  and 
mortar  the  shallots,  mushrooms 
and  herbs.  Strain  off  any  liquid 
and  mix  in  the  brandy  and 
softened  butter.  Chill  the 
stuffing  until  it  is  needed. 

If  the  pheasants  have  been 
trussed  and  barded.  remove  and 
discard  -  the  strings  and  fat. 
Loosen  the  skin  from  the  breast 
meat  using  your  fingers,  and 
also  loosen  the  skin  from  the 
thighs. 

Salt  and  pepper  the  birds 
inside  and  out  and  insert  a  layer 
of  the  herb  butter  between  the 
meat  and  skin  of  both  breast 
and  thighs.  Put  any  remaining 
stuffing  inside  the  birds  -and 
truss  them  as  usual. 

Roast  the  pheasants  in  a  pre¬ 
heated  moderate  oven  (180I,C/ 
350“F.  gas  mark  4)  for  about  an 
hour,  basting  occasionally.  Rest 
the  birds  after  roasting  for  about 
10  minutes  before  carving  and 
serving.

New  chapter  on  bringing  up  baby 


Books  on  baby  care  have 
existed,  if  not  for  as  long  as 
there  have  been  babies, 
then  at  least  since  there,  has 
been  a  literate  readership  who 
felt  the  need  of  an  outside 
opinion  on  whether  or  not  to 
use  swaddling,  and  whether  oil 
of  almonds  or  syrup  of  roses 
was  the  better  purge  for  a  new¬ 
born  babe’s  digestion. 

Not  surprisingly,  when  nearly 
half  the  babies  died  before  they 
reached  the  age  of  five  (most  of 
them  before  their  first  birth¬ 
day),  the  first  books  concen¬ 
trated  on  how  to  ensure  that 
children  survived  those  crucial 
early  months;  but  around  the 
mid- 18th  century,  opinions  on 
the  “government"  of  infant 
minds  and  morals  began  to 
assume  an  important  position 
in  baby  care  literature. 

The  market  for  child  care 
manuals  today  is  booming  and 
the  first-time  parent  may  be 
bewildered  by  the  choice  of 
guides  available.  Insinuated 
among  the  ’  perfectly  ordinary 
advice  given  in  such  books  is  a 
reflection  of  current  ideology, 
a  kind  of  “state  of  the  art 
up-date  not  only  on  how 
children  should  be  primed  for 
life,  but  also  on  far  wider  issues. 

The  notion  that  “the  child  is 
father  to  this  man"  and  that, 
in  rearing  a  child.,  you  a** 
assuming  responsibility  for  the 
training  of  a  future  citizen  of  the 
state,  has  meant  that  people 
other  than  parents,  midwives 
and  doctors  believe  that  they 
have  a  stake,  even  in  sugt 
intimate  mattert  as  toilet 

training  or  breast  feeding. 

In  The  Essential  Father,  a 
new  book  likely  to  be  the  first  of 
many  written  specially  for  the 
first-time  father,  Tony  Bradman 
continues  the  involved  fathers 
journey  from  the  delivery  room 
into  the  nursery  and  bevoncL  He 
lakes  issue  not  only  with  such 
topics  as  paternity  leave  and 
fathers’  visiting  nghts  in 
maternity  wards,  but  also  with 
such  vexed  questions  as  house¬ 
work  and  job  sharing.  _ .

Breast-feeding.  passionately 
advocated  by  DrsAndrcw  and 
Penny  Stanway,  is  no  longer 
merely  an  issue  of  what  food 
gives  a  child  its  best  chance  in 
life,  but  of  whether  the  baby  will 
love  you  and  be  healthy 
psychologically  if  deprived  of 
4he  breast. 

While  the  books  are  enor¬ 
mously  helpful  when  it  comes 
to  choosing  equipment  or  giving 
relief  to  a  teething  baby,  a 
glimpse  of  just  how  absurdly 
wrong  earlier  child  care  experts 
have  been  is  a  great  help  in 
countering  today's  myths.

Cairo 

One  balmy  afternoon  in  September 
1982,  one  of  Yassir  Arafat's  close 
aides  was  standing  by  the  gates  of 
Beirut  port,  waiting  to  be  evacuated 
with  hundreds  of  other  Palestinian 
guerrillas  under  the  eyes  of  the 
Israeli  army.  “It’s  not  the  end",  he 
said,  "but  things  are  going  to  get 
bad.  We  are  not  going  to  get  our 
homeland  and  the  Americans  will  go 
on  backing  IsraeL  Abu  Amar 
(Arafat)  is  already  being  criticized  by 
his  own  people.  You  are  going  to  see 
bad  things  happen,  and  they  are 
going  to  call  us  'terrorists'  again." 

A  few  minutes  later,  the  man 
Boarded  a  Greek  passenger  ferry 
alongside  Arafat,  his  predictions  still 
a  secret  from  his  leader.  Six  months 
later  they  began  to  be  fulfilled.  He 
himself  was  one  of  the  first 
defectors,  settling  in  Damascus  in 
open  defiance  of  Arafat's  chairman¬ 
ship  of  the  Palestine  Liberation 
Organization.  Arafat  put  his  hands 
to  his  face  when  I  asked  him  about  it 
later.  “I  could  not  believe  it  when  1 
heard",  he  said. 

Now  the  disintegration  is  gather¬ 
ing  speed  as  the  Palestinian  factions 
loyal  to  Syria  tear  the  PLO  to  pieces. 
The  word  “terrorist"  Is  again

For  Syrians  were  not  laying  siege 
to  Tripoli  last  week  merely  because 
they  were  irritated  by  the  Sunni 
militia  that  happened  to  control  the 
city.  The  Sunni  of  Tripoli  have 
family  and  political  ties  with  their 
Sunni  relatives  just  across  the 
mountains  in  the  Syrian  city  of 
Hama,  where  an  insurrection  broke 
out  against  President  .Assad  in  1982. 
The  Syrians  crushed  it  with  great 
savagery;  the  resurgence  of  militant 
Sunni  Islam  in  Tripoli  struck  at  the 
heart  of  Syria's  own  domestic 
problems. 

Now  Syria's  Shia  Muslim  allies  in 
Lebanon,  Amal.  are  threatened  by  a 
far  more  serious,  anti-Syrian  as  well 
as  anti- Israeli,  movement  in  the 
south  of  the  country.  The  Hezbollah 
"Party  of  God"  are  fast  overtaking 
Amal  in  influence,  basing  them¬ 
selves  around  the  town  of  Nabatea 
and  the  village  of  Jibchit.  It  is  they, 
in  unholy  league  with  the  Palesti¬ 
nians  (both  pro  and  anti-Arafat)  who 
are  principally  responsible  for  the 
attacks  against  Israel's  buffer  zone  in 
southern  Lebanon  -  last  month 
alone  there  were  130  such  attacks 
while  14  Kastyusha  missiles  fell 
inside  Israel  itself 

With  Amal  under  pressure,  the 
only  consistent  relations  the  Syrians 
now  have  in  Lebanon  are  with  the 
Christians  whom  they  have  so  often 
fought  and  who,  until  recently,  gave 
their  allegiance  to  Israel.  The 
Christians  regard  Islamic  fundamen¬ 
talists  and  Palestinians  alike  as  their 
enemies.  So  do  the  Syrians.  It  is  the 
old  story  of  common  interest,  just  as 
there  is  a  common  interest  between 
Syria  and  Israel  to  prevent  the 
creation  of  a  revolutionary  Palesti¬ 
nian  state  on  either  of  their  frontiers. 

Moscow  and  Washington  are  well 
aware  of  this,  just  as  both  have 
reason  to  feel  threatened  by  the 
forces  newly  emerging  in  the  Levant, 
powerful  influences  which  could 
prove  as  dangerous  as  the  PLO  was 
when  Arafat  maintained  his  state 
within  a  state  in  Lebanon.  At  some 
stage,  perhaps  at  the  Reagan-Gorba- 
chov  summit  next  month,  a  new 
understanding  will  have  to  be  sought 
on  the  Middle  East,  not  just  a 
redefinition  of  the  morality  of  East 
and  West  but  an  agreement  to 
control  the  nations  they  support  in 
the  region. 

Until  that  happens,  it  will  be  easy 
for  the  Israelis  to  portray  Arafat's 
PLO  as  the  source  of  all  evil,  io  act 
with  impunity  against  it.  however 
doubtful  the  evidence  of  its  involve¬ 
ment  in  the  recent  murders  in ' 
Lamaca  and  the  h yacking  of  the 
Italian  liner.  For  if  this  goes  on 
much  longer  there  will  be  no  PLO 
left  to  talk  to  -  and  the  forces  which 
will  be  supporting  the  desperate  and 
ruthless  men  so  anxious  to  destroy 


The  essence  of  last  week’s  Labour 
Party  conference  -  and  of  Neil 
Kinnock’s  determination  to  become 
prime  minister  -  was.  captured  just 
after  he  attacked  Liverpool  City 
Council's  decision  to  sack  ns 
workers.  That  passage  of  the  speech 
was  dramatic  enough:  but  what 
followed  turned  drama  to  catharsis. 
When  Eric  Heffer  walked  off  the 
platform  and,  simultaneously.  Derek 
Hatton.  Liverpool  council’s  deputy 
leader,  stood  up  and  shouted  “liar 
at  Kinnock,  the  cleavage  between 
Kinnock  and  Labour's  for  left 
became  visible  and  manifestly 
permanent. 

It  became  visible  because  it  was 
on  television.  At  the  time  1  was  on 
Channel  4's  commentary  bench 
inside  the  Bournemouth  conference 
hall.  The  commentary  seals  were 
arguably  the  best  in  the  hall:  above 
floor  level  but  not  too  far  back  from 
the  platform.  Yet  the  best  way  to 
follow  those  dramatic  moments  was 
to  watch  our  TV  monitors.  A 
handful  of  delegates  in  the  hall  could 
see  the  anger  on  Heffer's  face; 
others  could  observe  Hatton's  fury: 
yet  others,  at  the  front,  could 
follow  Kinnock's  calm,  unflinching 
reaction.  Not  one  delegate  could  see 
all  three.  Only  TV  viewers  could. 

The  point  goes  beyond  the 
familiar  one  about  cameras  taking 
an  event  into  millions  of  homes 
(although,  by  the  time  the  episode 
had  been  repeated  in  every  news 
bulletin,  most  people  in  Britain 
must  have  seen  what  happened). 
Beyond  that,  television  assembled 
the  fragments  of  what  happened  and 
created  a  coherent  set  of  images.  No 
matter  that  the  fragments  them¬ 
selves  were  un  co-ordinated,  that 
Heffer's  and  Hatton's  reactions  were 
separate  and  spontaneous:  the 
accumulation  of  TV  pictures  con¬ 
structed  a  story  that  could  not  have 
been  more  vivid  had  Kinnock, 
Heffer  and  Hatton  conspired  to. plan 
each  move  in  advance. 

After  Kinnock's  speech  it  became 
dear  that  few  delegates  were 
following  the  rest  of  the  afternoon's 
debates.  Had  BBC  or  Channel  4 
remained  with  the  speakers  in  the 
hall  they  would  have  distorted 
grotesquely  what  was  happening. 
Instead  they  followed  up  the  speech 
like  a  rolling  news  programme. 

At  the  time  1  thought  the  TV 
coverage  was  solely  for  the  benefit  of 
viewers  at  home.  In  fact,  a 
significant  proportion  of  delegates 
were  crowded  round  monitors 
spread  throughout  the  conference 
centre,  cheering  or  heckling  each 
interviewee.  The  final  inversion  had 
barn  achieved:  television  had  come 
to  Bournemouth  to  watch  the 
delegates,  but  for  about  an  hour 
many  delegates  instead-  watched 
television. 

In  terms  of  what  was  politically 
significant,  then,  most  people  at 
Bournemouth  seemed  to  share  the 
priorities  of  the  television  pro¬ 
ducers.  But  I  dare  say,  even  as  I 
write  this  column,  there  are  people 
penning  angry  letters  to  complain 
that  the  two  channels  ignored  the 
debate  on  transport  policy  that 
followed  Kinnock's  speech.

has  continually  called  for  greater 
private  pension  coverage  and 
won  ns  political  battle  with  the 
Chancellor  to  retain  extrava¬ 
gantly  costly  tax  privileges  for 
pensions,  was  particularly  grudg¬ 
ing  about  the  possibility  of  a 
multiplication  of  modest  private 
funds  to  substitute  for  SERPS. 
Some  building  societies  have 
proved  more  eager  to  fill  the  gap. 

The  Secretary  of  State  gave 
little  him  of  his  latest  attitude  in 
his  speech  yesterday,  beyond 
emphasising  the  reality  of  con¬ 
sultation,  but  the  word  outside 
the  conference  hall  in  Blackpool 
suggests  that  the  Government 
may  be  preparing  to  switch  from 
abolition  to  reforms  to  cut  the 
unnecessarily  high  cost  of 
SERPS. 

It  would  certainly  do  no  harm 
to  remove  the  pensions  dis¬ 
cussion  from  the  coining  White 
Paper  on  social  security.  Indeed 
it  would  have  the  positive 
advantage  of  shifting  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  pensions  from  the 
arena  of  welfare  to  their  more 
naturally  central  role  in  the 
Government’s  strategy  to  spread 
individual  ownership  and  con¬ 
trol  of  wealth  to  the  widest 


pension  costs. 

The  proposal  to  encourage 
personal  portable  pensions  goes 
only  some  way  to  answer  these 
drawbacks.  Saving  would  be 
overwhelmingly  through  insti¬ 
tutions.  It  would  continue  to  be 
tied  to  retirement  and  would,  for 
the  greater  part,  perpetuate  the 
role  of  pensions  in  channelling 
savings  into  a  form  that  dies 
with  the  saver  or  spouse.  That 
can  remove  the  choice  to 
consume  capital  or  leave  it  to  the 
children.  To  that  extent  it 
operates  against  the  natural 
spread  of  free  wealth  through  the 
generations  which  \he  Govern¬ 
ment  has  done  so  much  to 
encourage  with  the  sale  of 
council  houses. 

In  a  paper  published  by  the 
Centre  for  Policy  Studies  just  in 
time  for  the  conference.  Lord 
Vinson  and  Mr  Philip  Chappell, 
the  proponents  of  personal 
portable  pensions,  rightly  stress 
that  ownership  at  second  hand, 
whether  through  institutions  or 
the  state,  is  a  sorry  substitute  for 
personal  participation  .  in  the 
creation  of  wealth.  A  govern¬ 
ment  that  is  now  using  its 
privatization  programme  as  a 
tool  to  effect  a  dramatic  widen¬ 
ing  of  share  ownership  knows 


personal  sector  through  pension 
and  life  assurance  schemes  will 
have  grown  from  44  per  cent  in 
1980  10  almost  70  per  cent  by 
I9SS. 

Now  that  the  Chancellor's 
vision  of  ending  allowances  to 
achieve  low  income  tax  rates  has 
fallen  foul  of  political  realities 
Mr  Lawson  should  give  serious 
attention  to  the  proposal  of  Mr 
Chappell  and  Lord  Vinson  that 
individuals  should  be  able  to 
share  equivalent  benefits  to 
those  of  pension  funds  through 
Personal  Pension  Pools  (or  PIPs 
in  the  field  of  acronyms). 

The  idea,  popular  in  a  slightly 
different  form  in  the  United 
States.,  is  that  individuals  could 
set  aside  income  (without  tax 
deduction)  or  financial  assets 
into  a  separate  pool  that  would 
be  free  from  internal  tax  on 
investment  returns,  but  attract 
full  income  tax  on  any  with¬ 
drawals.  The  individual  would 
be  free  to  make  his  investments 
and  free  to  withdraw  capital  or 
income  at  any  lime,  giving  both 
choice  and  flexibility. 

That  is  a  healthy  approach 
both  to  encourage  personal 
saving,  reduce  the  institutional 
bias,  address  the  realities  of 
more  flexible  retirement  and 
cope  with  a  more  ambiguous 
relationship  between  employ¬ 
ment  and  personal  business. 

Mr  Lawson  will  look  carefully 
at  the  potentially  heavy  tax  cost 
and  would  certainly  want  to' 
limit  contributions  to  PIPs  to 
start  with. 

Both  he  and  Mr  Fowler, 
however,  should  take  this  as  an 
opportunity  to  link  the  dis¬ 
cussion  of  pehsions  and  the 
Spreading  of  private  wealth  in  a 
more  fundamental  way.  Fiscal 
incentives  should  be  geared 
simply  and  fully  to  spreading 
personal  ownership  rather  than 
creating  a  plethora  of  distorting 
measures  that  give  with  one 
hand  and  take  away  with  the

A  PILLAR  TURNED  INTO  A  PROTESTER 


The  United  States  government’s 
termination  of  its  general  accept¬ 
ance  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
International  Court  of  Justice  is 
a  gesture  of  no-confidence  in  the 
administration  of  international 
justice.  It  is  also  a  blow  to  the 
status  of  international  law  as  a 
regulatory  principle  of  relations 
between  states.  The  gesture  is 
intentional,  understandable  in 
the  Nicaraguan  context  from 
which  it  arises,  but  scarcely 
justified.  The  blow  is  not 
intentional.  Indeed  the  State 
Department  says  that  no  dimin¬ 
ution  of  its  coromiimeni  to 
international  law  is  implied.  The 
effect  of  the  action  is  to  the 
contrary. 

The  picture  of  a  world  where 
intercourse  between  slates  is 
governed  by  rules  of  law,  and 
where  disputes,  whenever  jus¬ 
ticiable,  are  submitted  to  judg¬ 
ment  according  to  firm  and 
settled  principles,  is  of  course 
idealized.  Naked  power  stands 
between  it  and  reality.  Nor  could 
international  jurisprudence  as  it 
now  is  bear  anything  like  that 
weight. 

All  the  same  the  idea]  is  one 
worthy  to  be  kept  alive  for 
reasons  analogous  to  those,  well 
understood  in  more  civilized 
parts  of  the  world,  that  sustain 
the  rule  of  law  within  national 
jurisdictions.  A  shell  for  its 
survival  on  the  international 
plane  was  provided  by  the 
League  of  Nations,  and  later  by 
the  Charter  of  the  United 


Nations  and  reconstituted  Court 
of  Justice  at  The  Hague. 

The  application  of  law  to 
international  relations  assumes 
its  strongest  form  in  the  mis¬ 
called  compulsory  jurisdiction  of 
the  international  court.  This  is  in 
fact  the  voluntary  acceptance  by  , 
a  state,  terminable  by  notice,  of 
the  court's  jurisdiction  in  any 
matter  within  its  competence 
arising  at  the  suit  of  another  state 
which  has  itself  assumed  the 
same  obligation.  The  obligation 
is  therefore  reciprocal,  as  for 
instance  with  extradition  treat¬ 
ies,  but  the  reciprocity  is  mul¬ 
tiple. 

Some  fifty  states  have  made 
such  a  declaration,  less  than  a 
third  of  the  roll-call  of  the 
United  Nations.  The  United 
Slates,  United  Kingdom,  Canada 
and  Australia  are  among  them 
but  few  of  the  larger  powers  and 
none  from  the  Soviet  block.  The 
count  is  not  much  greater  than  it 
was  in  the  late  1940s,  so  the 
option  has  not  proved  to  be  a 
growth  point  in  the  development 
of  supranational  adjudication. 
Most  stales  prefer  to  pick  and 
choose  in  their  dealings  with  the 
international  court  by  way  of  ad 
hoc  mutual  submission.  That  is 
the  position  to  which  the  United 
States  is  now  retreating.  That 
example  by  the  prem  ier  power  in 
the  free  world,  which  there  is 
good  reason  for  Britain  not  to 
follow,  is  a  set-back  to  the  cause 
of  arbitrament  by  law  in  the 


conduct  of  relations  between 
states.

The  Hague  court 
comes  from  Nicaragua’s  use  of 
the  court  to  get  at  it  about 
minelaying  and  other  allegations 
of  armed  activity.

•  It  was  contended  unsuccess¬ 
fully  that  because  the  subject 
matter,  of  Nicaragua's  complaint 
fell  within  the  competence  of  the 
Security  Council  it  was  not 
within  that  of  the  court;  that  the 
judicial  function  was  unable  to 
deal  with  ongoing  armed  con¬ 
flict;  and .  that  Nicaragua’s  re¬ 
ciprocal  declaration  of  accept¬ 
ance  of  the  court's  jurisdiction 
was  flawed.  The  United  States 
then  withdrew  from  the  case, 
which  has  been  proceeding 
without  it. 

Washington  had  earlier  given 
notice  of  temporary  and  limited 
modification  of  i  ts  acceptance  of 
“compulsory"  jurisdiction  by 
excepting  disputes  arising  out  of 
events  in  Central  America  for 
two  years.  That  took  care  of  that. 
It  is  a  pity  Washington  has  now 
carried  its  displeasure  further  by 
an  act  that  can  only  weaken  the 
court  in  its  marginal  but  useful 
place  in  international  affairs. 


FROM  CRIMINAL  TO  CTVIL 


In  Oscar  Wilde’s  day  private 
prosecutions  for  criminal  libel 
were  not  infrequent.  Now  they 
are  very  uncommon.  Only  eight 
people  were  committed  for  trial 
for  criminal  libel  between  1948 
and  1983. 

Criminal  libel  can  cover  any 
publication  of  gravely  defama¬ 
tory  mailer  in  writing  or  some 
other  permanent  form.  At  Pre- 
sent  ii  has  numerous  defects 
making  it  a  highly  unsatisfactory 
offence.  One  of  its  worst  features 
is  that,  unlike  in  civil  proceed¬ 
ings,  truth  is  no  defence:  the 
defendant  must  in  addition  show 
that  publication  was  for  the 
public  benefit;  hence  frie.  legal 
aphorism,  “the  greater  the  truth 
the  greater  the  libel”.  In  its  latest 
report  the  Law  Commission 
proposes  that  the  offence  should 
be  abolished,  and  rightly  so. 

Where  the  Law  Commission 
goes  wrong,  however,  is  m 
advocating  the  creation  of  a  new 
crime  to  replace  the  old  on^ 
This  offence,  to.  be  cafied 
“criminal  defamation  ,  would 
be  limited  to  the  publication  ot 
statements  which  the  maker 


knows  to  be  both  false  and 

seriously  defamatory..  Pros¬ 
ecutions  would  require  the* 

Attorney  General’s  consent. 

Although  this  offence  would  not 
have  the  discreditable  features  of 
the  present  law,  it  too  would 
have  its  dangers  and  disadvan¬ 
tages. 

First,  the  new  crime  would  in 
some  respects  cast  its  net  more 
widely  than  the  old  one.  It 
would,  for  instance,  cover  spoken 
as  well  as  written  words,  and  it 
would  apply  not  only  to  defa¬ 
mation  of  individuals  but  also  to 
defamation  of  companies,  trade 
unions,  and  employers'  associ¬ 
ations.  Secondly,  its  potential 
efficacy  is  highly  doubtful, 
because  of  the  evidential  diffi¬ 
culties  of  proving  actual  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  falsity  of  the 
defamatory  statement  Thirdly, 
it  would  put  an  impossible 
burden  on  the  Attorney  General. 
When  would  it  be  appropriate 
for  him  to  authorize  a  pros¬ 
ecution  for  this  new  offence? 
What  criteria  should  he  apply? 
When  would  it  be  in  the  public 


interest  for  the  criminal  law  to  | 
intervene?  The  Law  Com-  j 
mission  does  not  say.  It  had 
wanted  the  DPP  to  take  on 
prosecutions  for  the  new  offence, 
but  he  wisely  declined  the 
invitation.  So  now,  instead,  the 
buck  is  to  be  passed  to  the 
Attorney  General.  H  is  not  a 
very  satisfactory  way  of  going 
about  making  new  laws,  least  of 
all  in  the  field  of  criminal  law. 

The  real  question  is  whether 
this  crime  is  needed  at  all  All  it 
would  aim  at  would  be  seriously 
defamatory  statements,  defined 
as  false  information  about  a 
person  “likely  seriously  to  dam¬ 
age  his  reputation  in  the  esti¬ 
mation  of  reasonable  people 
generally”;  it  would  not  affect  all 
the  other  kinds  of  malicious 
falsehoods  which  can  in  fact  be 
just  as  harmful  as  libels  and 
slanders.  Why  should  the  crimi¬ 
nal  law  concern  itself  with 
protecting  reputations?  Surely 
this  ought  in  principle  to  be  left 
to  the  civil  law.  Parliament 
should  abolish  criminal  libel  and 
leave  it  at  that

the  workforce

Sir.  I  am  involved  with  the  running 
of  two  small  businesses  in  the 
Midlands  as  well  as  with  the  staffing 
of  an  office  employing  four  people 
in  Cambridge.  One  business  in 
Birmingham  has,  this  year,  spent 
thousands  of  (rounds  in  advertising 
to  obtain  staff  in  the  inspection  and 
design  departments  of  a  light  power 
presswork  company:  only  a  trickle  ot 
applicants  came  ’  forward  even 
though  training  is  provided  from 
scratch. 

In  response  to  advertisements 
locally  aimed  at  those  just  leaving 
college  for  the  past  of  a  secretary,  I 
received  just  four  applicants  (one  of 
whom  I  appointed). 

A  small  garage  business  (in  the 
Midlands  again)  has  advertised 
three  jobs  in  the  past  six  months:  for 
the  post  of  unskilled  petrol-pump 
attendant  (approximately  £100  per 
week  for  a  five-day  week)  we 
received  two  applicants;  for  the  post 
of  general  driver  (wage  according  to 
number  of  hours)  just  one  applicant; 
and  for  the  post  of  mechanic 
(including  young  people  whom  we 
would  send  on  day  release  to 
technical  college)  five  applicants, 
only  one  of  whom  turned  up  for 
interviews,  times  of  which  were 
agreed  on  the  telephone.

Sir.  1  was  interested  to  read  in  Lord 
Young's  article  ’on  the  jobless 
(October  5)  that  he  was  mystified  by 
the  200,000  people  claiming  benefit 
who  also  said  they  had  a  paid  job. 

Had  the  Labour  Force  Survey 
interviewed  me  in  early  1983  I 
would  have  been  in  that  category.  I 
was  earning  some  occasional  money 
and  my  unreliable  and  minute 
income ’was  being  topped  up  by 
benefit. 

The  difficulty  was  that  the 
Department  of  Employment  had  no 
clear  rules  on  part-time  income  and 
sometimes  a  declaration  of  a  few 
pounds  earned  on  one  day  resulted 
in  lhe  suspension  of  all  benefit. 

I  consulted  the  Citizens'  Advice 
Bureau,  who  seemed  better  able  to 
interpret  Department  of  Employ¬ 
ment  regulations  than  Department 
of  Employment  staff,  and  thereafter 
accompanied  my  fortnightly  claim 
with  a  substantiated  explanation  of 
my  entitlement- 

I  trust  that  Lord  Young,  with  his 
eye  for  the  complexities  of  the 
unemployment  scene,  will  ensure 
that:  (a),  the  rules  on  part-time 
working  while  claiming  benefit  are 
made  perfectly  clear,  (b),  all  his 
departmental  staff  understand  and 
can  administer  them. 

This  way  the  incentive  to  be 
dishonest  by  not  declaring  earnings, 
or  to  be  idle  by  not  taking  on 
occasional  work  for  fear  of  losing 
benefit,  will  be  eliminated.

Inner-city  troubles  as  special  case

Sir,  For  those  of  us  who  have  been 
close  to  the  British  Caribbean 
community  since  the  1950s,  recent 
events  in  Handsworth,  Brixton  and 
Tottenham  have  been  heartbreak¬ 
ing.  In  1977  a  group  of  us  warned 
the  Home  Office  and  the  minister  of 
urgent  changes  that  were  necessary 
to  avoid  policc-young  people  con¬ 
frontation.  Our  warnings  were 
ignored. 

We  now  face  a  tragedy  in  our 
cities,  which  goes  deeper  than  the 
problems  of  unemployment  aud 

housing.  The  Afro-Caribbeaa 
community  in  Britain  is  one  with 
special  problems  and  needs  ibat 
overwhelm  its  leaders  and  give 
fertile  ground  for  agitators.  Every 
outburst  of  violence  creates  an  even 
greater  backlash  among  the  majority 
and  other  minority  communities 
that  could  isolate  the  black  West 
Indian  community,  to  the  detriment 
of  all. 

Despite  all  the  efforts,  especially 
by  religious  leaders,  human  talent  is 
being  wasted  and  bitterness  and  sclf- 
rcsentment  increased.  We  must 
recognise  the  very  special  problems 
of  this  particular  community.  The 
only  way  to  do  this  is  to  find  out  the 
facts.  This  means  an  independent 
specialised  enquiry'  particularly  into 
the  community's  relationship  with 
authority  in  all  forms  as  well  as  its 
economic  and  social  problems.  It  is 
a  very  special  case  and  needs  an 
urgent  and  special  approach.

How  much  longer  will  we  be 
made  to  believe  that  the  outbreaks 
of  violence  such  as  we  saw  in 
Tottenham  yesterday  are  the  spon¬ 
taneous  reactions  of  a  frustrated 
minority?  The  “disturbances”  seem 
instead  to  have  been  planned  with 
near-military  precision. 

Most  of  the  defendants  in  court 
arrested  after  the  Handsworth  riot  of 
September  9  gave  addresses  outside 
Handsworth.  Petrol  bombs  have 
been  used  in  Handsworth.  Toxteth, 
Brixton  (September  30)  and  Totten¬ 
ham;  indeed,  residents  of  a  housing 
estate  near  some  of  the  worst  scenes 
in  Tottenham  interviewed  on  BBC 
Breakfast  Time  this  morning  said 
they  knew  trouble  had  been  brewing 
for' a  week.  The  violence  has  now 
cscalalcd  to  the  point  of  using  guns. 
These  are  the  hallmarks  of  prepared 
campaigns. 

More  significantly  -  and  also 
more  subtly,  since  no  one  seems  to 
have  noticed  this  -  both  the  1981 
riots  and  the  recent  events  have 
broken  out  exactly  in  the  middle  of 
the  Conservative  Government’s 
term  of  office,  precisely  at  confer¬ 
ence  time  in  the  case  of  Tottenham. 
Is  this.  too.  simply  coincidental?

From  Mr  K.S.H.  Miller 
Sir,  The  assertion  made  by  Mr  Paul 
Stephenson,  in  his  letter  (October  5). 
that  the  British  Government  and 
people  “must  be  jolted  out  of  their 
complacency"  towards  the  problems 
black  people  face  in  Britain,  makes 
depressing  reading.  It  is  a  cry  which 
is  becoming  increasingly  familiar. 
Equally  familiar  is  the  absence  of 
any  specific  (let  alone  realistic) 
suggestion  as  to  how  race  relations 
can  be  improved. 

Having  lived  and  worked  in 
multi-racial  Hackney  as  well  as  rural 
North  Yorkshire,  it  is  difficult  to 
find  anyone  who  seriously  believes 
that  a  strengthening  of  laws  against 
racial  discrimination  would  lead  to 
increased  racial  harmony.  The 
Commission  for  Racial  Equality 
has,  through  some  of  its  sillier 
pronouncements,  forfeited  much  of 
the  good  will  it  might  have  expected, 
and  the  frequent  divisions  between 
different  ethnic  groups,  at  local 
level,  has  likewise  brought  discredit 
upon  those  involved  in  what  is  seen 
as  the  “race  relations  industry." 

It  is  not  as  if  the  inner-cities  have 
been  starved  of  money  -  the 
Government  spent  £338  million  on 
the  urban  programme  in  1984  and 
over  the  past  four  years  Handsworth 
alone  has  received  £20  million. 

The  roost  depressing  aspect  of  Mr 
Stephenson's  letter,  however,  is  the 
assumption  that  the  faults  lie  all  on 
the  side  of  the  white  majority,  and 
that  every  problem  suffered  by  a 
black  person  can  be  laid  at  the  door 
of  white  racism.  If  Mr  Stephenson, 
as  an  influential  black  community 
leader,  really  believes  this  then  it  is 
hardly  surprising  if  black  youths  in 
Britain  do  see  themselves  as  being  in 
a  position  similar  to  the  blacks  of 
South  Africa. 

The  tragedy  is  that  such  leaders 
seem  more  concerned  to  play  up 
every  real  or  imagined  grievance 
than  to  condemn  unequivocally  the 
inner-city  rioting  to  which,  sadly,  we 
are  becoming  accustomed.  The 
irony  is  that  unless  they  can 
influence  black  youths  to  behave  in 
a  more  responsible  way,  white 
racism  will  increase  -  and.  as  the 
while  people  retreat  further  into  the 
suburbs,  the  black  townships  which 
he  fears  will  become  a  reality.

Minorities,  if  they  are  gifted  and 
highly-trained,  should  not  be 
scorned,  neither  should  elites, 
provided  they  are  based  on  meritoc¬ 
ratic.  not  aristocratic,  principles.  It 
is  nonetheless  quite  clear  that  the 
nation  as  a  whole  is  not  yet  ready  for 
a  scheme  such  as  Dr  Rae  proposes, 
mainly  because  there  are  vested 
interests  on  both  sides  which  will 
oppose  it:  few  would  regard  it  as 
practical  politics  in  the  near  future. 

Where  he  is  surely  correct  is  to 
point  out  that  from  San  Francisco  to 
Vladivostok,  right  across  the  politi¬ 
cal  spectrum  in  fact,  there  are  select 
academies  for  the  gifted.  Every 
nation  needs  to  make  the  best  use  of 
its  finest  brains,  not  for  the 
glorification  of  those  who  have 
them,  but  for  lhe  benefits  that  accrue 
to  the  community  as  a  whole  if  they 
arc  highly  trained  and  effectively 
deployed. 

The  independent  schools  educate 
only  6  per  cent  of  our  nation’s 
children,  but  obtain  50  per  cent  of 
Oxbridge  places.  It  is  precisely  this 
cult  of  excellence  that  the  nation 
needs,  and  this  is  why  such  schools 
should  not  be  outlawed,  but  made 
available  to  a  much  greater  cross- 
section  of  the  nation,  by  means  of  a 
much  more  generous  provision  than 
the  present,  rather  limited  assisted 
places  scheme.

THE  JAVA  ERUPTION. 

We  have  been  favoured  with  the 
following  extract  from  a  letter  written 
hv  Captain  Morris,  of  the  Queensland 
Royal  steamer  Chyebassa,  which  came 
from  Australia  through  the  Straits  of 
Sunda  September  2:- 
“Al  Batavia  we  got  the  news  of  the 
dreadful  accident  in  the  Sundra  Straits, 
of  which,  of  course,  you  have  heard 
long  ago.  What  a  mercy  no  ships  were 
at  Anjer.  You  know  that  the  large 
island  in  the  middle  of  the  Straits  has 
been  in  a  state  of  violent  eruption  for 
some  time  past.  When  we  passed  in 
July  it  was  sending  up  volumes  of 
smoke,  but  nothing  more.  Well,  it 
seems  that  for  a  few  days  before 
Monday.  August  27.  tremendous 
reports  were  beard  like  discharges  of 
artillery  Sumatra.  Singapore,  and 
nearly  all  over  Java.  No  one  could  make 
out  exactly  where  it  came  from.  Then, 
at  6  in  the  morning  of  Monday,  August 
27.  the  whole  northern  portion  of 
Krakatoa  disappeared  -  no  one  knows 
where.  This  was  followed  by  a  terrible 
tide  wave  about  90ft  high,  which  swept 
through  Sunda  Straits,  overturning 
everything,  the  whole  Java  coast 
submerged,  and  when  the  wave 
returned  nothing  left  but  rocks  and 
uprooted  trees  -  lighthouse.  Anjer, 
Merak.  ail  the  beautiful  line  of  coast 
you  were  so  delighted  with,  all  gone, 
and  in  that  portion  alone  it  is  thought 
10.000  have  perished.  The  wave  swept 
on  to  Batavia,  tore  up  all  the  buoys  and 
broke  loose  the  huge  floating  dock, 
grounded  a  lot  of  ships,  came  up  the 
canal  that  you  went  up,  broke  up  the 
walks  sending  the  boats  high  and  dry. 
then  as  suddenly  receded,  leaving  the 
canal  nearly  dry.  but  doing  little 
damage  beyond  the  banks.  Then  the 
canal  gradually  filled,  and  all  was  as 
before;  the  only  thing  left  by  which  you 
could  see  that  anything  had  happened 
was  that  the  whole  town  was  covered 
with  pumice  ashes  quite  thick,  making 
things  look  as  if  it  had  been  snowing. 
People,  of  course,  in  a  great  fright.  The 
awful  news  did  not  reach  until,  jf  think. 
Wednesday,  when  a  pilot  came  in 
whose  wife  had  been  washed  up  into  a 
tree  and  left  by  the  wave.  He  brought 
the  intelligence  that  Krakatoa  had 
disappeared  and  the  channel  blocked. 
Here  was  news  for  me  to  get! 
Fortunately,  a  Netherlands  India 
steamer  was  expected  from  the  Straits, 
and  we  only  had  to  wait.  She  did  not 
arrive  urtil  Saturday  afternoon.  The 
commander’s  report  was  something 
awful.  The  big  channel  remained  clear, 
he  believed,  as  he  came  through  it  but 
it  was  strewn  with  huge  trees,  bodies, 
and  fields  of  floating  pumice.  Pleasant, 
was  it  not.  for  us?  Our  agents  suggested 
going  try.  Singapore,  but  I  argued  that  if 
one  ship  could  get  through  I  could.  We 
were  ready  for  sea  on  Saturday  evening, 
but  I  did  not  leave  till  2  on  Sunday 
morning,  so  as  to  havegood daylight aU 
through  the  Straits.  The  Government 
had  placed  a  man-of-war  at  each  end  of 
the  Straits  to  warn  ships,  because  all 
the  lights  were  down;  so  I  took  our  pilot 
out  and  put  him  on  board  the  ship 
cruising  on  the  western  edjjs,  with  a 
letter  from  the  Admiral  telling  them  to 
intercept  the  Roma,  which  was  due 
from  Aden  in  a  couple  of  days,  and  put 
him  on  board,  and  glad  I  was  to  hear  it 
was  done.  Well,  at  7  on  Sunday 
morning,  September  2,  we  opened  the 
Straits,  and  the  sight  was  painful  -  bore 
rocks,  nothing  else,  ruin  everywhere. 
Anjer.  that  we  had  so  often  admired, 
the  site  not  even  to  be  recognized,  a 
small  bit  of  the  lighthouse  foundation 
standing,  nothing  more,  and  the  sea 
more  dreadful  still  with  its  awful 
burden,  steering  here  and  there  to 
avoid  aO  kinds  of  things,  no  dangers 
apparent,  which  was  to  us  the  most 
important.  At  last  we  saw  Krakatoa, 
onjy  the  principal  peak  left,  the  whole 
north  part  cut  down  perpendicularly, 
and  gone  clean  away.  It  was  stiD 
smoking  in  places  where  it  had  not 
been  smoking  previously,  bo  I  am  much 
afraid  there  will  be  more  mischief.  It 
was  a  lovely  day,  and  T  was  able  to  get  a 
series  of  angles,  from  which  f  have 
made  a  chart,  which  I  am  leaving  at 
Aden  for  the  out-going  steamers-  After 
passing  Krakatoa  things  got  thicker  in 
the  water,  huge  trees,  roots  and  all,  like 
islands,  every  conceivable  thing  that 
that  awful  wave  could  tear  away.  I  got 
awfully  anxious  about  this  time.  I  could 
□ot  find  the  man-of-war.  and,  night 
coming  on.  the  thought  of  having  to 
cruise  all  night  in  such  company  gave 
me  the  cold  shivers.  At  last,  at  6, 1  saw 
her  masts  in  under  the  land. ...  J

OBITUARY 

DR  TREVOR  THOMAS 

Former  Vice-Chanceliorof 

Liverpool  University 


Dr  Trevor  Thomas,  who  died 
on  October  2  at  the  age  of  71. 
was  Vice-Chancellor  of  the 
University  of  .Liverpool  from 
1970  to  1976. -During  a  trying 
period  of  student,  unrest  and 
equally  verting  government  cuts 
in  university  funding,  he  gave 
courageous  leadership  in  the 
many  problems  posed-  by  the 
administration  of  a  large  civic 
university  like  LiverpooL 

Before  going  to  Liverpool  he 
had  had  a  distinguished  career 
as  an  academic  lawyer  at 
Cambridge. 

Trevor  Cawdor  Thomas  was 
born  on  April  19,  1914,  and 
educated  at  the  University 
College  of  Wales.  Aberystwyth, 
and  at  Trinity  Hall,  Cambridge, 
where  he  had  a  brilliant  career 
as  a  student  beibre  gaining  a 
scholarship  id  Gray’s  inn. 

He  was  called  to  the  Bar  by 
Gray's  Inn  in  1941  but  almost 
immediately  went  into  the 
Royal  Air  Force  where  he 
served  in  the  Intelligence 
Branch  until  1945. 

After  the  war  he  was  from 
1 945  to  1 960  a  Fellow  of  Trinity 
Hall.  Cambridge,  and  a  Univer¬ 
sity  Lecturer  in  Law.  Indeed  by 
lawyers  on  the  bench  and  at  the 
bar,  in  solicitors  offices  and  in 
government  it  is  for  these  years 
teaching  the  law  in  harness  with 
the  legendary  Tel’  Lewis  and 
Cecil  Turner  that  he  will  be 
remembered. 

During  those  teaching  years  a 
foursome  which  included  Ar¬ 
thur  (later  Sir  Arthur)  Armitage 
was  wont  to  meet  convivially  at 
noon  on  most  Saturdays  in  term 
time,  when  it  is  said,  in  addi lion 
to  their  solving  legal  problems, 
analysing  cases  and  discussing 
the  performance  of  various 
judges,  time  was  made  on  one 
occasion  to  back  five  winners  in 
an  afternoon. 


Thomas  s .  * 

teacher  was.  indeed  so  high  tnat 
it  came  as  something  of  a 
surprise  when  he  turned  from 
leaching  to  administration. 

:  From  i960  to  1969  he  was  a 
Fellow  and  Senior  Buraar  of  St 
John's  College.  Cambridge,  at  a 
time  whcn\  it  was  engaged  in  a 
major  building  programme.  He 
was  also  \  involved  m  toe 
establishment;  of  New  Hall  and 
Darwin  College  and  found  time 
to  serve  as  a  JP  and  General 
Commissioner  of  Income  Tax. 
He  was  active  in  many  spects  of 
university  administration. 

In  1970  he  was  transplanted 
to  the  very  different  atmosphere 
of  Liverpool  where  as  Vice- 
Chancellor  he  was  almost, 
immed/arely  faced  with  a 
serious  outbreak  of  student 
unrest  Despite  personal  abuse, 
harrassment  by  telephone  and 
threats  of  violence  to  him  sen 
and  his  wife,  he  remained  firm 
and  in  his  remaining  years  of 
office  was  able  to  do  much  to 
rebuild  bridges  and  improve 
staff-student  relationships. 

By  the  1970s,  too.  the  great 
period  of  university  expansion 
was  over  and  government 
economies  were  the  order  of  the 
day.  Here,  too,  Thomas  stood 
forthrightly  firm  and  in  his  final 
annual  report  was  explicit  in  his 
criticism  of  the  new  tone  of 
materialism  in  the  govern¬ 
ment’s  attitude  to  university 
education. 

He  will  be  remembered  in 
Liverpool  as  a  Vice-Chancellor 
who  achieved  much  in  difficult 
circumstances,  who  possessed  a 
courtesy  and  charm  which 
recalled  earlier  and  more 
spacious  days. 

His  wife,  Maijory.  survives 
him.

He  later  played  for  Oldham 
but  rejoined  Hull  FC  on  the 
coaching  staff  and  was  in  the 
team  which  won  the  1982 
Challenge  Cup  Final  Replay  at 
Elland  Road. 

He  made  his  last  appearance 
for  Hull  in  April  when  he  went 
on  as  a  substitute  back  at 
Bradford.

Exciting  the  brain  to  ease  epilepsy 


Because  an  estimated  40  per  cent 
of  epileptics  are  said  not  to 
respond  adequately  to  anti-convtd- 
sant  drugs  on  the  market,  two 
Israeli  researchers  are  approach- 
tag  the  treatment  of  epilepsy  from 
a  different  angle. 

They  are  hoping  to  develop  new 
organic  compounds  which  could 
lead  to  a  better  control  of  epileptic 
seizures  and  bare  already  designed 
several  substances,  which  work  on 
previously  untried  principles. 

Although  these  agents  prevent 
experimental  epilepsy  in  animals, 
they  cannot  yet  be  used  on 
humans. 

The  dozen  or  so  anti-convnlsant 
drags  available  today  have  one 
theraputic  effect  in  common:  they 
strengthen  the  action  of  one  of  the 
brain's  neuro-transmitters,  CAB  A 

Neuro-transmitters  are  chemi¬ 
cal  substances  which  send  mess-

ages  from  one  nerve  cell  to 
another.  GABA  is  a  natural 
suppressant  preventing  uncon¬ 
trolled  electrical  impulses  which 
can  bring  about  epilepsy. 

Professor  Vrnan  Teichberg,  a 
neurobiologist.  - ,  and  Dr  '  Ora 
Goldberg;  an  organic  chemist,  both 
working  at  the  W.ebatiann  Institute 
of  Science  in  Israel,  decided  to 
concentrate  their,  research-  on 
excitatory,  os  opposed  to.  suppres¬ 
sant,  nemo-transmitters.They  are 
creating  drugs-  thflt  interfere  with 
those  n euro- transmitters  which

Their  efforts  .are  aimed,  at 
preventing  the  effects  of  ginmatic 
and  aspartic  adds,  two  simple 
amino  adds  believed  to  be  tbe 
brain’s  major  excitatory  nenro- 
transmmers. 


In  designing  possible  antagon¬ 
ists  or  blockers  of  such  neuro- 
transmitters,  researchers  first 
looked  at  the  chemical  structure  of 
those  which  arc  known  to 
Stimulate  the  brain’s  electrical 
activity.  The  next  step  was  to 
design  a  synthetic  com  pound  dot 
resembled  the  active  material 
closely  enough  “to  trick”  tbe  brain 
cells  into  bonding  it,  but  suffi¬ 
ciently  different  .from  it  for  nerre- 
nriitg  not  to  be  stimulated.

Duty  of  trial  judge  to  adjudicate  on  costs  issue 


Bahai  v  Rashidian  and  Another 

Before  Sir  John  Donaldson.  Master 
of  the  Rolls.  Lord  Justice  Parker  and 
Lord  Justice  Balcombe 
[Judgment  delivered  October  7]  ’ 

When,  at  the  end  of  a  trial  in  the 
High  Court,  an  application  was 
made  that  the  solicitor  to  one  of  the 
parties  should  be  subjected  to  an 
order  for  costa,  it  was  the  duty  of  the 
trial  judge  lo  adjudicate  on  the 
matter.  The  feet  that  the  judge 
expressed  very  strong  criticism  of 
the  solicitor’s  conduct  did  not 
constitute  bias. 

The  Court  of  Appeal  so  held  by  a 
majority  (Lord  Justice  Parker 
dissenting),  dismissing  an  appeal  by 
Mr  Michael  Ellis  Harris  from  a 
derision  of  Mr  Justice  Drake  (The 
Times  May  10)  who  had  dismissed 
an  application  by  Mr  Harris  that  the 
hearing  of  a  costs  application 
against  him  be  heard  by  another 
judge. 

Mr  Harris  was  the  solicitor  for  the 

glaintiff  Mr  Amir.  Hoosein  Ali 
haik  Bahai,  who  had  sued  tbe 
defendants,  Mrs  Elaheh  Rashidian 
and  Mr  Ali  Rashidian  as  personal 
representatives  of  the  late  Mr 
Assodollah  Rashidian.  claiming 
repayment  of  a  loan  of£2m. 

Mr  Justice  Drake  gave  judgment 
for  the  defendants,  finding  that 
there  was  never  any  such  loan  and 
expressing  strong  criticism  of  Mr 
Harris's  conduct  of  the 
Subsequently,  tbe  judge  wrote  to  the 
secretary  of  the  professional  pur¬ 
poses  committee  of  the  Law  Society 
enclosing  a  copy  of  his  judgment 
and  drawing  attention  to  specific 
criticisms  ofMr  Harris  in  it. 

When  the  defendants  applied  for 


an  order  lhai  Mr  Harris  be  made 
jointly  liable  with  the  plaintiff  for 
the  costs  of  the  action.  Mr  Harris 
made  his  application  for  the  issue  of 
his  liability  for  the  defendants'  costs 
to  be  tried  by  another  judge. 

Mr  Gavin  Lightman.  QC  and  Mr 
Isaac  Jacob  for  Mr  Harris.  Mr  Colin 
Brodie.  QC  and  Mr  Alan  Steinfeld 
for  the  defendants. 

The  MASTER  OF  THE  ROLLS 
said  that  it  was  of  crucial 
importance  to  keep  in  mind  the 
nature  of  the  application  with  which 
the  judge  was  concerned.  It  was  an 
application  to  order  Mr  Harris  to 
pay  all  or  part  of  the  defendant’s 
costs  of  the  action. 

It  was  not  an  application  inviting 
the  court  to  exercise  its  jurisdiction 
to  inquire  into  Mr  Harris's  conduct 
with  a  view  to  suspending  him  from 
practice  or  striking  his  name  off  the 
Roll  of  Solicitors. 

The  clear  distinction  between 
those  two  types  of  proceeding  was 
emphasized  in  Myers  v  Elman 
(1 1940]  AC  282)  and  affirmed  by  the 
Court  of  Appeal  in  R.  A  T.  Thew 
Ud  v  Reeves  (No  2)  ([I983J  I  QB 
(283.  1286).  One  was  punitive  and1 
the  other,  with  which  the  court  was 
concerned,  was  essentially  com¬ 
pensatory.  albeit  based  upon  the 
disciplinary  authority  of  the  courts 
over  solicitors. 

In  the  latter  case,  the  application 
was  nude  -in  the  action  and  the 
solicitor  was  given  an  opportunity 
to  show  cause  why  an  order  that  he 
pay  the  costs  should  not  be  made.  It 
was  essentially  a  summary  pro¬ 
cedure. 

In  the  former  case,  specific 
charges  would  need  to  be  formu¬ 
lated  and  proved  in  what  would. 


essentially,  be  a  separate  proceed¬ 
ing. 

His  Lordship  accepted  that  it 
must  always  be  open  to  a  judge  to 
decline  to  proceed  further  with  the 
hearing  of  any  matter  on  the  ground 
that  he  was  personally  embarrassed 
by.  for  example,  an  appearance  of 
bias.  Subject  lo  that,  his  Lordship 
had  DO'doubnhai  it  was  the  duty  of 
Mr  Justice  Drake  having  heard  and 
determined  the  issues  in  the  action, 
himself  to  determine  all  appli¬ 
cations  as  to  costs  which  were  nude 
in  the  action,  including  the  present 
application  by  the  defendants 
against  Mr  Harris. 

The  feci  that  a  judge  had 
determined  the  issues  in  the  action 
and  in  so  doing  had  expressed  views 
on  the  conduct  of  the  parties  and  of 
the  witnesses,  neither  constituted 
bias  nor  the  appearance  of  bias  in 
relation  to  subsequent  applications 
in  the  action. 

Tbe  burden  of  proof  in  relation  to 
an  application  for  a  costs  order 
against  a  solicitor,  ultimately  rested 
on  the  applicant,  but  it  was  a 
swinging  burden  and  the  circum¬ 
stances  disclosed  in  an  action  where 
a  solicitor  was  on  the  record  might 
place  a  burden  on  him  of  rebutting  a 
prime  facie  case,  that  is  showing 
cause. 

If  the  application  could  only  be 
sustained  by  proof  of  .serious 
misconduct  or  crime,  the  standard 
of  proof  would  be  higher  than  would 
otherwise  be  the  case,  but,  subject  to 
that,  the  application  should  be  dealt 

with  in  the  same  way  as  would  any 
other  application  for  costs  against  a 
solid  tor. 

In  determining  the  application, 
the  judge  must  always  bear  in  mind. 


and  make  due  allowance  for.  the  feci 
that  the  solicitor  was  not  a  party  to 
the  action  and  did  not  have  a  party's 
right  to  cross-examine  or  call 
evidence.  However,  he  should  also 
bear  in  mind  that  the  solidtor 
would  be  entitled  to  invite  him  to 
recall  witnesses  who  could  give 
evidence  relevant  to  the  application 
and  that  he  had  power  to  make  such 
orders:  Fallon  r  Calvert  ((I960]  2 
QB  201). 

Finally  the  judge  should  always 
make  due  allowance  for  any 
obstacles  put  in  the  way  of  a 
solicitor  by  the  refusal  of  his  diem 
to  waive  the  benefit  of  legal 
professional  privilege. 

However,  that  might  not  be  a 
serious  matter  in  the  present  case 
where  the  findings  by  the  judge  that 
the  plaintiff  was  guilty  of  fraud  or 
crime  might  be  expected  to 
disentitle  the  plaintiff  to  claim  such 
privilege  and  thus  leave  Mr  Harris 


free  to  give  the  fullest  and  frankest 
explanations. 

In  his  Lordship's  judgment  the 
judge  was  right  to  hold  that  it  was 
his  duty  to  hear  and  determine  the 
present  application.  His  Lordship 
would  dismiss  the  appeal. 

LORD  JUSTICE  PARKER, 
dissenting,  said  that  although  the 
judge  stressed  that  his  views  of  Mr 
Harris  were  provisional  only,  they 
were,  in  his  Lordship's  view,  so 
firmly  expressed  that  the  trial  of  the 
issue  by  him  must  inevitably  appear 
marred  by  bias. 

In  the  judgment  under  appeal  the 
judge  held  it  lo  be  his  dutv  io 
determine  the  application  dcsp'itc  a 
strongly  expressed  preference  to 
transfer  it  to  another  judge. 

He  was  in  his  Lordship's  view 
entirely  correct  in  holding  that  it

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The  pensions  industry  is 
perhaps  as  close  to 
disarray  as  it  has  ever 
been.  Normally  staid 
fund  managers  are  up 
in  arms  over  the  Government’s 
«lan  to  reassess  drastically  the 
■  $taie  Earning  Related  Pension: 
vicheme,  (Scrps)  and  introduce 
personal  plans.  It  adds  up  to  * 
working  environment  of  com¬ 
plete  uncertainty.  Given  the 
fundamental  changes  which 
have  been  proposed,  it  is  hardly 
surprising  that  the  pensions 
industry  is  preoccupied  with  ih© 
implications  and  how  it  will  be 
able  to  cope  under  a  new 
regime. 

It  has  come  as  something  of  a 
blow  to  pension  fund  managers 
who  have  been  enjoying  the 
benefits  of  the  relative  calm 
which  proceeded  the  storm.  In 
terms  of  their  performance  they 
had  been  having  something 
approaching  a  field  day.  In  the 
five  years  to  1984  the  annual 
return  on  self  administered 
pension  fund  assets  was  22  2 
per  cent  for  the  private  sector 
and  23.3  per  cent  for  local 
government  schemes.  In  the 
same  period  the  annual  growth 
in  earnings  averaged  out  at  10.3 
per  cent  and  prices  rose  by  an 
average  8.4  percent.- 
The  fund  managers  can  be 
reasonably  pleased  with  their 
performance  although  the  re¬ 
turns  really  do  no  more  than 
compensate  for  the  lean  years  of 
the  1970s.  Investment  returns 
of  private  sector  schemes  for 
instance  averaged  just  11.3  per 
cent  between  1963  and  1984 
compared  with  average  earnings 
of  1 1.2  per  cent  and  a  price  rise 
of  9  per  cent  in  the  same,  period. 

More  marked  than  the  actual 
returns  is  the  rapid  rise  in  the 
value  of  the  funds  assets.  At  the 
end  of  1984  the  self  adminis¬ 
tered  funds  managed  assets 
valued  at  around  £125  billion1 
compared  with  just  £40  biUion 
at  the  end  of  1979.  Some 
estimates  currently  put  the 
value  of  the  funds  at  around 
£150  billion.

With  such  massive  financial 
clout  at  their  disposal  it  is 
hardly  surprising,  that  the 
pension  fund  managers  have 
become  a  powerful  force  around 
the  City  of  London.  They  are 
wooed  by  stockbrokers,  by 
property  companies  and  they 
can  often  have  the  critical  say  in 
whether  a  company  wins  or 
loses  a  takeover  bid.  This 
undoubted  power  is  not 
flaunted  openly  and  if  anything 
is  underplayed  by  the  fund 
managers. 

Some  critics  have  argued  that 
the  fund  managers  do  not  do 
enough  to  influence  the  man¬ 
agers  of  companies  in  which 
they  are  major  shareholders. 
Certainly,  with  a  few:  notable 
exceptions,  there  has  been  little 
by  way  of  public  pressure  put 

Critics  want 
to  see  some 
tight  controls 

on-  company  management  by 
the  fund  managers.  However, 
the  fund  managers  do  not  .fight 
their  battles  in  open  court. 
Much  of  their  work  is  done  in 
camera.  One  has  only  to  look  at 
the  board  room  reshuffles  at 
STC  and  Thom  EMI  to  realise 
that  the  pension  fund  managers 
and  other  institutional  investors 
do  not  tolerate  poor  financial 
performance.  When  it  comes 
down  to  protecting  their  assets 
the  fund  managers  are  prepared 
-to  act  swiftly  and  effectively. 

It  is  perhaps  the  covert  nature 
of  the  fund  managers’s  power 
that  disturbs  the  critics,  who 
would  prefer  to  see  some  tighter 
control  of  them.  What  form  that 
control  would  lake  is  hard  to 
see.  While  the  fund  managers'; 
continue  to  produce  the  returns 
which  allows  them  to  provide 
the  required  pensions  for  the 
members  of  the  scheme  and 
maintain  the  plan’s  funding  it  is 
hard  to  criticize  them. 

This  will  be  one  of  the  most 


powerful  arguments  that  the 
fund  managers  will  use  to 
counter  the  proposals  by  the 
Labour  Party  to  repatriate  the 
large  bulk  oi  the  pensions  fund 
assets  which  have  been  invested 
overseas.  In  1979  overseas 
assets  accounted  for  around  5 
per  cent  of  total  pension  fund 
assets.  That  figure  also  includes 
the  assets  or  insurance  com¬ 
panies  and  investment  and  unit 
trusts  although  the  largest 
proportion  is  accounted  for  by 
the  pension  funds. 

The  National  Association  of! 
Pension  Funds  has  already 
voiced  its  opposition  to  repatri¬ 
ation  of  assets,  citing  the 
argument  that  such  a  move 
would  not  benefit  the  pen¬ 
sioners.  That  argument  is 
supported  by  tbe  fact  that  in 
three  of  the  last  four  yean  it  has 
been  overseas  equities  which 
have  produced  the  best  return 
for  the  funds*  assets.  Since 
exchange  controls  were  'ended 
in  1979  the  funds  have  been 
steadily  increasing  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  their  cash  flow 
invested  abroad.  This  has  risen 
from  6  per  cent  to  16  percent  in 
the  years  between  1979  and 
1983  although  it  has  now  been 
reduced  slightly. 

The  battle  over  repatriation  is 
one  which  the  pension  funds 
may  eventually  have  to  fight. 
For  the  time  being,  however, 
their  attention  is  distracted  by 
the  more  pressing  problems 
which  they  face.  Ironically  one 
of  the  arguments  which  has 
been  put  up  against  tbe 
proposed  changes  to  the  current 
pensions  regime  is  that  it  may 
be  totally  changed  again  if  a 
Labour  Government  comes  to 
power  at  the  next  election. 

The  overwhelming  nature  of 
the  Government  reform  has 
tended  to  overshadow  the  other 
developments  which  the  pen¬ 
sion  fond  managers  must  face 
\ipio.

A  recent  survey  of  large 
privates  pension  schemes  from 
R.  Watson  and  Sons,  the 
consulting  actuaries  showed 
that  the  average  increase  was 
4.5  per  cent  in  the  year  to  April 
against  a  rise  of  6.9  per  cent  in 
the  Retail  Price  Index  (RPI). 

Perhaps  this  is  tbe  biggest 
danger  for  tbe  funds  at  the 
moment  By  becoming  too 
preoccupied  with  the  Govern¬ 
ment's  proposals  the  industry 
may  overlook  some  of  the 
fundamental  aspects  of  its 
responsibilities.  The  concent 
with  Scrps  is  understandable. 
No  industry  likes  to  operate  in 
an  environment  of  complete 
uncertainty.  But -to  ignore  the 
underlying  nature  of  the  busi¬ 
ness  in  which  you  are  involved 
may  in  the  long  run  lead  to  even 
greater  problems.

The  National  Coal  Board’s  two 
pension  foods,  one  for  mine- 
workers  and  one  for  staff,  are 
among  the  biggest  in  the 
country.  Between  them  they 
have  assets  valued  at  £6,400 
million. 

The  investment  performance 
of  the  funds  is  good  with  an 
above  average  total  animal 
return  of  more  than  25  per  cent, 
according  to  WM  Computer 
Services. 

in  the  year  to  September 
1984,  tbe  latest  period  for  which 
accounts  are  available,  the 
assets  of  the  mineworkers’  fund 
rose  by  £460  million  to  £2900 
million.  Half  of  that  improve¬ 
ment  reflected  an  increase  in  the 
value  of  tbe  food's  investments 
and  half  represented  the  excess 
of  income  over  expenditure.  The 
pattern  was  similar  in  the  larger 
staff  scheme. 

A  good  performance  has 


enabled  both  schemes  to  in¬ 
crease  the  level  of  pensions  paid 
to  retired  employees.  Both 
schemes  lifted  payments  in  line 
with  inflation  last  year. 

The  reputation  of  the  two 
funds,  which  are  managed 
centrally  from  the  NCB  head¬ 
quarters  at  Hobart  House,. 
London,  owe  mnch  to  the  talents 
of  Hugh  Jenkins,  who,  in  a 
surprise  move  earlier  this  year, 
left  the  NCB  after  21  years  with 
the  scheme,  to  rnn  the  American 
operations  of  Heron  Inter- 
nationaL  His  successor  as  fund 
manager  is  his  deputy,  David 
Prosser. 

The  NCB  funds  have  been 
dogged  by  controversy.  Three 
years  ago  Arthur  Scargill, 
president  of  the  National  Union 
of  Mineworkers,  tried  to  stop 
the  miners'  fond  investing 
overseas  or  in  companies  oper¬ 


ating  in  competing  industries 
such  as  oiL 

Mr  Scargill  and  the  NUM- 
appointed  trustees  lost  their 
battle  in  the  High  Court,  where 
it  was  confirmed  that  a  trustee's 
duty  is  to  the  scheme's  members 
rather  than  to  the  wider  social 
good.  As  a  result  the  union 
members  withdrew  from  the 
management  committee  and  the 
court  appointed  replacement 
trustees. 

The  accounts  of,,  the  staff 
scheme,  covering  the  year  to 
April  1985,  reveal  that  it  too  has 1 
experienced  controversy.  Last 
November  it  held  an  extraordi¬ 
nary  general  meeting  to  debate  a 
resolution  opposing  the  fund's 
derision  to  buy  shares  in  British 
Telecom.  The  resolution'  was 
defeated  by  1,850  votes  to  1,500 
and  the  fund  bought  3.5  million 
BT  shares. 

Since  the  Scargill  judgment, 


the  funds  have  on  the  whole 
been  able  to  invest  on  pro¬ 
fessional  lines  without  further 
political  interference.  For 
example,  overseas  shares 
accounted  for  15  per  cent  of  the 
mineworkers*  equity  portfolio 
last  September  and  oil  com¬ 
panies  figured  prominently  in 
tbe  lists  of  major  holdings. 

The  accounts  for  the  two 
funds  show  bow  their  assets 
were  invested.  The  slight  differ¬ 
ences  between  the  two  portfolios 
presumably  reflects  the  fact  that 
the  year  end  of  the  minework- 
ers*  fond  was  about  six  months 
earlier  than  that .  of  the  staff 
scheme. 

For  both  schemes  equities 
accounted  for  the  bulk  of  the 
market  value  of  their  invest¬ 
ments.  Hie  fond  manager  took 
the  opportunity  of  baying  shares

ister  for  the  pensions  com¬ 
panies.  The  cost  of  looking  after 
a  pension  scheme  is  much  the 
same,  whatever  its  size,  so  the 
lower  paid  will  end  up  paying  a 
higher  proportion  of  contri¬ 
butions  as  management  fees  to 
the  pensions  companies  with 
resultant  lower  benefits.  As  one 
insurance '  company  puts  it: 
“The  problem  of  cost  does  not 
arise  with  Serps  in  the  same 
way.  Serps  reaches  the  people 
other  pension  schemes  cannot 
reach.” 

The  last  great  objection  to 
phasing  out  Serps  (apart  from 
the  Government’s  complete 
failure  to  say  anything  about  the 
lax  aspects  of  the  new  system  )  is 
on  the  issue  of  “contracting 
out".  The  Green  Paper  proposes 
that  all  schemes  currently  not 
part  of  the  Serps  system  -  in 
fact  most  final  salary  company 
schemes  in  existence  -  should 
have  their  National  Insurance 


rebate  reduced.  “It  will  add  five 
percent  on  to  the  national  wage 
bill."  said  Mr  Ferguson. 

The  effect,  the  insurance 
industry  predicts,  will  be  to 
force  employers  to  contract 
their  schemes  back  into  Serps  to 
avoid  the  extra  cost.  This  would 
cause  even  greater  chaos  in  the 
pensions  industry  and  add 
hugely  to  the  government's 
future  obligations  if  Serps  were 
to  go. 

The  pensions  industry  has 
looked  into  the  abyss  of  a  world 
without  Serps  and  drawn  back. 
A  few  say  that  the  gap  simply 
cannot  be  filled.  Most,  however, 
believe ‘that  a  new  system  can 
be  evolved  if  necessary,  given 
time  and  some  essential  alter¬ 
ations  to  the  original  proposals. 
But  is  it.  really  necessary,  given 
the  problems  inherent  in  a  new 
system?  . 

The  pensions  industry- feels 
i hat  the  disruption  it  would 
cause  is  hardly  worth  the  candle.

worldwide.  But  some  of  the  side 
effects  of  ending  minimum 
commissions  were  less  wel¬ 
come.

Chinese  walls  and  com¬ 
pliance  officers,  the  new  breed 
of-intema!  policemen  appointed 
by  financial  conglomerates  to 
try  to  ensure  that  conflicts  of 
interest  do  not  harm  their 
clients’  interests,  have  yet  to 
show  their  paces.  Until  Big 
Bang  has  happened  -  it  is 
scheduled  for  around  October 
I9S6  -  pension  fund  managers 
will  not  know  whether  the  new 
system  will  be  belter  or  worse 
than  the  old.

Early  leavers 
can  be  losers 


The  City  has  now  accepted  the  merger  of  old  and  new  styles  of  architecture 


No  one  denies  the  seriousness 
of  the  problem.  Out  of  every 
1 00  employees.  85  will  change 
jobs  at  least  once  in  their 
working  life  and  ,  mapy  will 
change  more  often  ihan,.  trial.

Last  year  Mr  Norman 
Fowler,  the  social  services 
secretary,  proposed  a  new' 
system  of  portable  pensions 
which,  now  fallowing  ,  Black¬ 
pool.  may  be  subject  to' 
reappraisal.  It  would  be  based.' 
on  the  money’  purchase  system 
where  ajixed..  level  of  roniri- 
*  butions  built  up  a  fund  of  open-  ^ 
ended  value,  rather  than  the  ' 
final  system  of  traditional 
company  schemes  where  contri¬ 
butions  might  vary  but  the  final 
benefit  was  fixed. 

In  an  attempt  to  placate  the 
company  pension'  fund  indus¬ 
try.  Mr  Fowler  said  that  thc  new 
pension  system  would  “sit 
alongside  and  threaten  em¬ 
ployers'  schemes".  But  many 
experts  believe  it  would  not  sit 
comfortably. 

A  recent  Economist  Intelli¬ 
gence  Unit  report,  for  example, 
predicted  that  the  large  com¬ 
pany  schemes  would  be  in  for  a 
thin  time.  Since  scheme  mem¬ 
bers  would  be  able  to  opt  out. 
the  scheme  would  have  to 
increase  their  contribution  rates 
drastically  to  ensure  adequate 
funding.  Their  costs  would  also 
be  forced  up  by  a  greater 
administrative  burden.  This  in 
turn  would  lead  to  more 
members  leaving  the  scheme. 

The  firnds  themselves  object, 
however,  that  the  new  pensons 
would  not  have  provided  thc 
same  high  level  of  benefits. 
Employers  typically  contribute 
around  12  per  cent  of  wages  to 
each  employee's  pension,  but 
many  would  be  tempted  to 
reduce  the  amount  knowing 
that  employees  would  accept 
this  in  return  foV  greater 
portability.  1 

Rather  as  it  has  with  the 
proposal  to  phase  out  the  State 
Earnings  Related  Pension 
Scheme  (Serps).  (much,  of  the 
pensions  industry  has  con¬ 
cluded  that  modification  is 
belter  than  outright  change  on 
personal  pensions/  There  are 
already  mechanisms'  in  exist¬ 
ence,  such  as  Additional  Volun¬ 
tary  Contributi6hs>-  (AVCs).

sions  system.  Likewise,  the 
section  226  policies  available  to 
the  self-employed  or  people  in 
non-pensionablc  employment 
provide  an  already  existing 
basis  for  a  more  flexible  system. 

Added  to  that  are  the  moves 
the  Government  is  making  to 
improve  conditions  for  early 
leavers.  The  present  Social 
Security  Bill  contains  measures 
to  entitle  leavers  to  a  transfer 
value  out  of  their  old  em¬ 
ployer's  pension  .scheme. 

■  There  is  also  the  new 
requirement  that  all  frozen 
pienslon  benefits  ■  should  be 
increased  in  value  every  year  by 
'5  per  cent  or  the  rate  of 
inflation,  whichever  is  thc 
lower.  These  moves  alone  take 

some  of  thc  sting  out  of  the 

early  leaver  problem. 

Whatever  formula  for  port¬ 
able  pensions  thc  Government 
eventually  adopts,  iL  is  highly 
likely  that  the  institutions 
allowed  .  to  offer  pension 
schemes  will  be  broadened. 

Principally,  unit  trusts  and 

Building  societies 
show  little  action 

building  societies  will  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  range  of  invest¬ 
ments  allowed  in  a  personal 
pension  schemes.  With  thou¬ 
sands  of  small  policies  being 
taken  out  by  people  forced  to 
start  their  own  pension  scheme 
it  is  beginning  to  look  increas¬ 
ingly  as  though  the  building 
societies  will  be  thc  only 
institutions  able  to  cope. 

They  arc  used  to  handling 
small  amounts  of  money  from 
large  numbers  of  people  and 
have  the  organization  and  cost 
structure  to  operate  such  pen¬ 
sions  profitably. 

Bui  while  there  are  signs  that 
some  unit  trust  companies  arc 
beginning  to  gear  up  to  take 
advantage  of  the  new  pension 
environment,  the  building 
societies  appear  to  be  doing 
very  little. 

Behind  thc  lack  of  action  is 
still  the  uncertainty  about  the 
final  scope  and  details  of  the 
Government's  pension  plans. 
This  makes  the  new  systems,  let 
alone  the  planning  of  specific 
products,  virtually  impossible. 

The  era  of  personal  portable 
pensions  is  still  very  much  on 
the  drawing  board  and  the 
problem  of  the  early  leaver  has 
still  to  find  a  satisfactory 
solution.  •  ^

Sophisticated  tactics 


in  battle  of  the  giants 


The  past  few  months  have  seen 
a  spate  of  big  and  bitterly  fought 
takeover  battles.  Some  of  the 
more  memorable  include  BTR 
bidding  for  Dunlop.  Dixons  for 
Currys.  Burton  for  Debenhams, 
Guinness  for  Arthur  Bell  and 
currently  United  Newspapers, 
for  Fleet  Holdings. 


Tn  all  of  these  contests  the 
pension  fund  manager  is  del¬ 
uged  with  long  ana  detailed 
offer  and  defence  documents,  as 
indeed  is  every  shareholder 
however  small  his  holding.  The 
fund  manager,  however,  be¬ 
cause  he  is  usually  sitting  an  a 
sizeable  chunk  of  the  equity  of 
the  bid  target  and  his  decision 
could  therefore  be  crucial  to  the 
outcome  of  the  bid,  is  courted 
assiduously  by  the  merchant 
banks  acting  for  both  sides. 


Fund  managers  say  the 
tactics  are  becoming  more  and 
more  sophisticated.  The  video 
crews  now  roil  in  to  flesh  out 
the  written  documents  with 
video  presentations  to  win  the 
hearts  and  minds  of  pension 
fund  managers. 

Whether  they  are  impressed 


by  the  extra  information  and 
polish  is  a  moot  point.  Mr 
George  Dennis  of  Postal  Invest¬ 
ment  Management  says  man¬ 
agement  principles  in  takeovers 
can  be  obscured  by  dubious 
statistics.  It  is  not  a  good  thing 
when  takeover  battles  boil 
down  to  an  argument  over 
statistics,  he  says,  i  he  synergy, 
or  lack  of  it,  in  the  two 
businesses  is  what  should  be 
looked  at.  And  when  all  is  said 
and  done  price  remains  the  real 
determinant,  he  says.  However 
good  the  company  is  that  is 
trying  to  remain  independent,  if 
the  price  being  offered  looks 
higher  than  the  discounted  cash 
flow  rate  of  return  the  company 
could  provide  on  its  own,  the 
bi'd  must  be  accepted. 

Fund  managers  like  to  think 
of  themselves  as  acting  for  all 
shareholders.  Because  they  are 
professionals  they  can.  more 
easily  see  through  some  of  the 
flowery'  expressions  and  elabor¬ 
ate  claims  made  in  takeover 
bailies.  Also  because  of  the  size 
of  their  portfolios  they  are  able 
to  look  at  the  higger  picture  and 
decide  whether  a  takeover  is 


good  in  a  sectoral  sense  as  well 
as  an  individual  one. 

Fund  managers  tend  to 
maintain  their  independence 
regardless  of  the  varying  press¬ 
ures  brought  to  bear  on  them. 
One  recent  example  of  such 
independence  and  proof  that 
Chinese  wails  do  work  was 
when  Warburg  investment 
Management,  which  manages 
£9  billion  pension  funds  for 
outside  companies,  sold  its  416 
per  cent  stake  in  Dc  be  chains  to 
House  of  Fraser.  House  of 
Fraser’s  spoiling  tactics  came 
close  to  depriving  Burton  of 
victory  and  Burton  was  being 
advised  by  none  other  than 
Warburg's  merchant  bank. 

Fund  managers  can  undoubt¬ 
edly  decide  the  outcome  of  a 
bid,  occasionally  in  an  unfortu¬ 
nate  manner.  A  few  weeks  ago  a

Other  objectors  say  that 
repatriation  would  lower  the 
average  rate  of  return  and 
increase  the  level  of  the  pound, 
which  in  turn  would  suck  in 
more  imports.

It  is  not  the  first  time  that 
these  contrary  views  have  been 
aired.

The  pro¬ 
portion  of  new  pension  money 
leaving  these  shores  has  risen 
since  exchange  controls  were 
abolished  to  a  peak  of  25  per 
cent  in  1.982.  Reflecting  relative 
movements  in  international 
stock  markets,  the  proportion 
fell  to  just  7  per  cent  last  year.

Comme  Holdings, 
manufacturer  of  G-Plan  furni¬ 
ture.  earlier  this  year  failed  to 
convince  the  Revenue  of  its 
case.  In  February  Gomme  told 
shareholders  that  the  company- 
wan  led  to  claw  back  £2.9 
million  from  the  estimated  £4.1 
million  surplus  in  the  pension 
fund.  Gomme  proposed  to  use 
£1.2  million  of  the  surplus  to 
improve  benefits  and  to  give 
employees  a  five-year  holiday 
from  contributions. 


The  Revenue  said  no.  Law¬ 
yers  well  versed  in  tax  matters 
reckon  Gommc’s  mistake  was 
to  publicize  the  intended  daw- 
back.  Although  the  Revenue 
docs  not  like  overfunded 
pension  funds,  because  pension 
funds  are  free  of  tax,  it  does  not 
warn  to  encourage  companies  to 
start  asset-stripping  their  funds.

,n  pension  funds  had  not  been 
re  flee  led  in  increasing  activity 
by  their  representative  bodv 
the  National  Association  of 
Pension  Funds  (NaPF)  but  it  is 
catching  up  quickly. 

The  most  visible  of  several 
important  changes  is  probably 
the  move  from  Croydon,  south 
of  London,  to  offices  in  the 
centre  of  town.  The  NAPF  has 
also  recruited  more  staff-  and 
produces  a  growing  stream  of 
literature  and  publicity  mat¬ 
erial. 

Traditionally  the  emphasis 
has  been  on  the  benefits  side  of 
the  pensions  equation  -  such  as 
increased  pensions  payments, 
the  early  leaver  problem  and 
administration.  Many  of  these 
remain  unresolved  *  bui  the 
questions  emerging  have  stea¬ 
died  as  the  number  of  people 
covered  by  occupational 
schemes  has  settled  down  at 
about  1 1  million  or  about  half 
the  working  population. 

Meanwhile  the  value  of  the 
funds’  assets  has  risen  ai  a 
tremendous  rate  and  the  whole 
investment  area  has  taken  on 
new  significance,  especially  in 
the  light  of  changes  taking  place 
in  the  City.  One  of  the  subjects 
currently  preoccupying  the 
pensions  industry,  and  therefore 
the  NAPF.  is  the  regulation  of 
London's  financial  markets 
alter  the  Big  Bang.

This  switch  in  emphasis  was 
typified  by  the  appointment  of 
Tom  Heyes  as  NAPF  chairman 
more  than  two  years  ago.  He  is 
ICPs  pension  fund  manager  and 
was  the  first  chairman  to  be 
drawn  from  the  investment  side 
of  the  industry.  Ironicallv. 
during  his  lime  the  NAPF  had 
to  deal  with  a  large  number  of 
government-inspired  changes  to 
benefits,  including  legislation 
that  requires  disclosure  to 
members. 

His  successor.  Cohn  Lever, 
effectively  bridges  the  gap 
between  benefits  and  invest- 


in  company  pension  schemes 
each  paying  anything  between 
£84  and  £700  annually  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  company’s  wage  bill, 
but  there  are  also  professional 
members  such  as  actuaries, 
benefit  consultants  and  fund 
managers. 

Mr  Lever  savs  the  main 
challenge  facing  the  NAPF  is 
the  green  paper  on  the  future  of 
the  state  earnings  related  pen¬ 
sion  scheme  (Scrps).  Uncha¬ 
racteristically  the  NAPF  made  a 
strong  submission  on  this, 
joining  the  chorus  of  industry 

opposition. 


The  NAPF,  with  18,000  members,  represents 
the  pensions  of  eight  million  people 


mem.  or  between  the  spenders 
and  earners.  As  senior  partner 
of  a  leading  firm  of  consulting 
actuaries.

little  need  for  the  proposed 
in  company  pension  schemes 
industry  is  concerned  by  the 
cost  of-  storing  and  making, 
available  huge  amounts  of 
information,  including  each 
scheme's  trust  deed. 

Then  there  is  the  vexed 
question  of  pension  fund 
surpluses.  A  number  of  schemes 
have  landed  up  with  more 
assets  than  they  need  to  meet 
the  future  cost  of  pensions.  This 
situation  owes  much  to  the 
strong  performance  of  world 
stock  markets  in  the  past  few 
years  and  to  the  sudden  cuts  in 
labour  forces  seen  in  parts  of 
British  industry. 

The  Inland  Revenue  is 
unhappy  about  surpluses  be¬ 
cause  they  arc  built  up  from  tax 
free  income. 

Many  in  the  industry,  how¬ 
ever.  are  concerned  by  the 
Revenue's  inconsistent  attitude 
to  the  different  ways  of  reducing 
surpluses.  Again  the  NAPF  is 
taking  a  low-key  approach, 
concentrating  on  observing  and 
informing  the  public. 

As  well  as  meeting  regularly 
with  politicians  and  members  of 
the  Trades  Union  Congress,  the 
NAPF  is  involved  in  a  range  of 
fairly  mundane  activities.  It 
runs  courses  and  two  major 
conferences  a  year.  It  also 
awards  prizes  for  the  best  report 
and  account  bv  a  pension  fund.

Pressure  on  the 
investment  teams 


The  pensions  industry  may  be 
providing  for  thc  future  -  but 
the  investment  managers  re¬ 
sponsible  for  spending  millions 
arc  increasingly  being  judged  on 
their  results  now. 

Competition  among  man¬ 
agers  to  demonstrate  that  they 
are  ahead  of  thc  game  is 
growing  fiercer  by  the  day.  with 
increasing  use  of  performance 
measurement  10  check  their 
abilitv.  the  progress  of  their 
funds'  and  their  investment 
strategies. 

This  covers  thc  managers  of 
ihc  big  state  and  company 
funds,  as  well  as  thc  achieve¬ 
ments.  or  lack  of  them,  of  funds 
managed  by  insurance  com¬ 
panies.  merchant  banks,  stock¬ 
brokers.  and  the  mushrooming 
band  of  independents. 

At  the  same  time  there  are 
signs  that  pension  fund  trustees 
arc  playing  an  increasing  role  in 
ensuring  that  they  are  getting 
the  best  value  from  their 
investment  professionals. 

The  pensions  industry  has 
enjoyed  a  relatively  long  period 
of  'sustained  growth  which 
manv  experts  believe  will 
become  increasingly  difficult  to 
match  in  the  future.  This  will 
place  the  performance  of  man¬ 
agers  under  more  pressure. 

Stockbrokers  Phillips  and 
Drew  have  pointed  out  that  the 
cxtrcmclv  high  level  of  returns  - 
nearly  14  per  cent  above 
foliation  -  which  Britain  s 
pension  funds  have  achieved 
over  ihc  last  five  years  cannot 
be  sustained.  They  predict  that 
funds  will  achieve  real  returns 
of  about  three  to  five  per  cent 
over  thc  foreseeable  future. 

Some  managers  disagree  and 
sav  that  if  they  remain  aggress¬ 


ive  and  alert  to  opportunities 
they  should  be  able  to  continue 
to  score  high  returns. 

Thc  Courtaulds’  pension 
fund  has  been  one  of  private 
industry’s  pacesetters  and  was 
last  year  ranked  as  the  best 
perfonning  fund  with  invest¬ 
ments  of  £520  million. 

The  key  to  its  success,  and 
many  others  like  it.  is  getting 
ihc  right  allocation  between 
different  markets. 

Matthew  Oakeshou.  the  in¬ 
vestment  manager,  has  based 
his  strategy  on  minimal  ex¬ 
posure  to*  gilts,  with  a  heavy 
concentration  on  equities,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  the  L'K. 

Like" most  funds,  a  consider¬ 
able  overseas  portfolio  has  been 
built  up  since  thc  scrapping  of 
exchange  control  regulations  in 
1974  Overseas  investment 
stood  at  30  per  cent  at  its  peak 
but  is  now  around  15  per  cent. 
But  there  arc  signs  that  thc 
whole  industry  is  beginning  to 
step  up  the  pace  of  overseas 
investment  again. 

The  performance  of  pension 
funds  has  been  monitored  most 
closely  by  WM  Computer 
Services,  formerly  the  computer 
division,  of  stockbrokers  Wood 
Mackenzie. 

Last  year  it  analysed  thc 
performance  of  more  than  900 
funds  representing  £80  billion. 
The  toial  rate  of  return  for  the 
average  UK.  pension  fund  was 
19.9  per  cent  -  but  some  did  a 
lot  better.  All  achieved  a  real 
rate  of  return  on  their  invest¬ 
ments  above  inflation.  Thc 
lowest  return  was  10  per  cent  - 
still  above  the  4.6  per  cent 
inflation  rate  -  while  the  real 
pacesetters  came  in  with  a  j6 
per  cent  return.

Until  recently,  the  pension  sj- 
funds  have  had  a  pretty  easy 
time  in  terms  of  specific 
statutory  requirements  govern¬ 
ing  tax  and  accounting.

US  call  for

Mr  James  Baker,  the  United 
States  Treasury  Secretary, 
yesterday  called  for  a  “public 
commitment**  by  the  West's 
commercial  bankers  to  lend 
more  to  already  debt-ridden 
Third  World  countries. 

But  In  a  news  conference  at 
the  International  Monetary 
Fund  gathering  Mr  Baker 
stressed  that  those  countries 
would  hare  to  earn  extra  loans 
by  adopting  “growth-oriented’*  ' 
policies. 

Mr  Baker  refused  to  disenss 
ways  in  which  banking  regn-  1 
lations  might  he  changed,  but  1 
options  discussed  by  bankers 
include  a  change  in  the  US  ' 
country  classification  system,  5 
and  possibly  some  ways  of  1 
facilitating  the  sale  or  swap  of  J 
loans  without  debasing  the  ‘ 
banks*  entire  holdings  of 
sovereign  debt.

Tied  agents  will  cease  to  exist 
as  a  category  of  life  insurance 
intermediaries  if  radical  pro¬ 
posals  announced  yesterday  by 
the  Registry  Of  Life  Assurance 
Commissions  (Rolac)  is 
adopted. 

Rolac  says  that  tied  agents  - 
intermediaries  who  have  a 
contract  with  a  host  company  to 
sell  mainly  its  policies  -  should 
not  be  allowed  to  charge  higher 
commissions  than  independent 
intermediaries. 

On  business  placed  with  the 
host  company,  a  tied  agent 
should  receive  the  same  com¬ 
mission  as  independent  brokers 
would  get  on  the  Rolac  scale. 
On  business  placed  with  other 
companies,  the  agent  would 
receive  half  those  rates. 

According  to  Rolac,  “this 
would  mean  that  it  would 
almost  always  be  more  attract¬ 
ive  for  a  tied  agent  to  become  a 
company  representative  or  an 
independent  intermediary  who 
would  receive  foil  rates  of 
commission  for  all  business". 

Rolac  members  represent 
around  SO  per  cent  of  all  life 
assurance  business  written  by 
UK  life  companies.  The  Rolac 
scale  is  almost  certain  to  be  the 
basis  for  commission  arrange¬ 
ments  resulting  from  the 
Government’s  planned  legisla¬ 
tor)  on  investor  protection.

Alarm  over  size  of  US  borrowing  bubble 


One  of  the:  most  Important  themes  to  emerge  from  the 
animal  meeting  of  the  International  Monetary  Fund  in  Seoul 
is  that  commercial  banks  should  restore  positive  net  lending 
to  the  developing  world.  But  is  the  troubled  American 
financial  system  in  a  position  to  play  its  full  part?  BAILEY 
MORRIS  reports-  _ 


The  fortunes  of  Bank  of 
America  are  following  those  of 
the  troubled  United  States  ferm 
economy.  This  is  the  dismal 
assessment  of  the  second  largest 
bank  in  the  US. 

From  the  times  of  plenty  in 
the  1970s,  Bank  of  America  has 
fallen  on  hard  times  of  the  sort 
that  have  plunged  the  US  farm 
belt  into  the  worst  depression 
since  the  1930s. 

The  condition  of  banks  and 
savings  associations  generally 
has  raised  grave  doubts  about 
the  health  of  the  American 
financial  system,  caught  up  in 
what  analysts  describe  as  a 
speculative  binge  unrivalled 
since  the  1920s. 

Business  Week  magazine 
described  it  in  September  as  the 
“casino  society”,  awash  with 
debt  but  short  of  productive 
enterprise.  The  term  was  bor¬ 
rowed  from  John  Maynard 
Keynes,  who  said  in  1935. 


“Speculators  may  do  no  harm 
as  bubbles  oh  a  steady  stream  of 
enterprise,  but  the  position  is 
serious  when  enterprise  be¬ 
comes  the  bubble  on  a  whirl¬ 
pool  of  speculation.  When  the 
capital  development  of  a  coun¬ 
try  becomes  a  by-product  of  the 
activities  of  a  casino,  the  job  is 
likely  to  be  ill-done.” 

Problems  at  Bank  of  Araerifca 
stem  largely  from  its  position  as 
the  country's  biggest  lender  to 
farmers.  This  does  not  wholly 
explain  its  shocking  second- 
quarter  loss  of  $338  million 
(£240  million)  -  a  record  for  an 
American  bank  -  but  it  does 
account  for  the  grown  ng 
pessimism  over  its  earnings 
potenti  aL 

To  put  it  amply,  the  San 
Francisco  bank  is  up  to  its  ears 
in  loan  losses.  Farm  losses  last 
year  soared  to  9  per  cent  of  the 
total  losses  of  $907  million  and 
the  trend  is  continuing  this  year. 
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It  is  also  saddled  with  bad  or 
marginal  lodns  to  Third  World 
countries  and  in  real  estate, 
energy  and.  foreign  shipping. 
The  latter  may  account  for 
more  than  $50  million  of 
second-quarter  write-offs  ■  of 
more  than  $300,000. 

This  is '  what  led  BankAroe- 
rica  Corporation,  the  bank’s 
holding  company,  to  take  the 
drastic  step  of  cutting  the 
quarterly  dividend  rate  from  38 
cents  to  20  cents,  the  first 
reduction  in  53  years.  It  also 
explains  why  US  regulators  are 
pressing  the  bank  to  raise  its 
capital  reserve  to  6  per  cent  of 
total  assets  of  $104  billion,  by. 
1986. 

Because  of  Bank  of  America’s 
sire  and  the  crisis  last  year  at 
Continental  Illinois  National 
Bank  -  the  eighth  biggest  in  the 
US  -  problems  at  the  former  are 
followed  with  almost  hysterical 
concern.

banks  went  under.  Including 
this  year’s  failures,  more  than 
430  American  ,  banks  and 
savings  associations  have  failed 
since  1980,  exceeding  the  total 
for  the  previous  40  years. 

James  G.  Cairns,  president  of 
the  American  Bankers’  Associ¬ 
ation,  says  conditions  will 
worsen  this  year.  He  predicts 
that  the  number  of  banks  on  the 
“problem”  list  of  the  US 
Federal  Deposit  Insurance 
Corporation  will  grow  to  1,100 
this  year  up  from  900  last  year. 

More  than  a  third  of  these 
problem  banks  are  small  Mid 
West  institutions  that  depend 
on  the  survival  of  the  farms 
they  have  financed.  But  at  least 
three  of  them.  Continental 
Illinois,  Bank  of  America  and 
Chicago’s  First  National  Bank, . 
are  huge. 

The  big  banks,  like  the  small 
ones,  have  suffered  large  loan 
losses  because  of  the  depression 
in  fanning,  the  fell  in  world  oil 
prices  and  recessions  in  other 
US  industries. 

The  new  concern  over  the 
debt  crisis  has  focused  attention 
oo  the  assets  of  other  big  banks 
tied  up  in  Latin  American  loans 
which  they  may  not  collect. 
Manufacturers  Hanover,  for 
example,  has  $3.7  billion,  or 
1 12  per  cent  of  its  net  worth, 
invested  in  loans  to  Brazil  and 
Argentina;  and  Chase  Manhat¬ 
tan  has  $3.6  billion,  or  92  per 
cent  of  its  net  worth,  outstand¬ 
ing  in  loans  to  the  same 
countries.  Citicorp  has  a  net 
worth  estimated  at  $19*2  billion 
and  loans  to  five  Latin  Ameri¬ 
can  nations  estimated  at  $10 

billion. 

But  despite  the  concern,  and 
grave  warnings  that  the  bubble 
may  burst  soon,  the  US 
bom) wing  binge  continues  with 
the  federal  government  leading 
the  pack  to  finance  an  estimated 
budget  deficit  of  $200  billion. 


RECENT  ISSUES 
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Mr  Paul  Volcker.  -the  US 
central  bank's  chairman, 
warned  Congress  of  these 
dangers  recently,  saying  the  rise 
in  corporate  and  individual 
debt  was  “of  grave  concern”. 
This  followed  an  earlier  warn¬ 
ing  in  which  he  complained  of 
the  huge  diversion  of  bank 
credits- to  speculative  corporate 
takeovers  financed  through 
“junk  bonds”  and  other  dubi¬ 
ous  means. 

The  figures  behind  the 
growing  mountain  of  American 
debt  are  alarming.  The  total 
debt  of  households,  corpor¬ 
ations  and  governments  surged 
Iasi  year  to  $7.1  trillion.  The 
debt  grew  by  a  post-war  record 
of  !4  per  cent,  much  fester  than 
the  sluggish  economy.  Credit 
market  debt  is  also  up  sharply, 
to.  1.95  times  the  gross  national 
product  from  J  .68  a  decade  ago. 

To  prevent  another  disaster 
similar  to  that  which  almost 
toppled  Continental  Illinois,  US 
federal  regulators  are  setting 
stiff  capital  requirements  as  a 
hedge  against  losses. 

But  this  alone  will  not  cure 
what  ails  the  US  financial 
system  after  industry-wide  dere¬ 
gulation  changed  the  traditional 
rules.  Risk-taking  to  gain 
growth  has  replaced  the  old 
principle  of  credit-worthiness 
first. 

Indeed  many  hanking  and 
savings  officials,  mindful  of  the 
$11  billion  federal  bail-out  of 
Continental  Illinois,  are  taking 
risks  with  abandon,  confident 
that  the  US  federal  safety  net 
will  prevent  a  bad  fell. 

But  Mr  Volcker  declared  for 
the  first  tune  at  a  recent 
Congressional  hearing  that  this 
attitude  must  be  eliminated.  He 
urged  the  enactment  of  new 
rules  holding  directors  and 
officers  responsible  for  their  bad 
policies. 

In  addition,  support  is

Traders  have  been  bullish 
about  Sears  for  some  time,  and 
this  optimism  has  been  re¬ 
flected  in  the  performance  of 
the  shares  relative  to  the 
market.

Steve  Lovell,  of  Mill  wall,  could 
make  his  first  full  home  appearance 
for  Wales  as  they  attempt  to  rise 
from  the  depths  of  World  Cup 
despair  against  Hungary  at  Cardiff 
next  Wednesday.  Lovell,  who  was 
recently  restored  to  the  MiDwall 
attack  following  a  disagreement 
with  the  manager,  George  Graham, 
is  primed  to  take  over  from  lan 
Rush,  of  Liverpool,  who  is 
suspended  after  incurring  two 
bookings. 

The  second  booking  came  last 
month  in  the  1-i  draw  with 
Scotland  that  effectively  quashed 
Welsh  hopes  of  qualifying  for  the 
World.Cup  finals  for  the  first  time 
since  1958,  a  fate  confirmed  when 
Iceland  lost  in  Spain  two  weeks 
later. 

The  Wales  manager,  Mike 
England,  said:  "Ian's  absence  is  a 
major  set-back  but  at  least  it  gives 
an  opportunity  for  someone  else  to 
come  in."  The  two  candidates  are 
Lovell  and  Southampton's  Alan 
Curtis.  England  said:  "Steve  is 
playing  up  mint  again  for  Milhvall 
and  scoring 'goals  and  that  most  be 
good  news  for  us.” 

Lovell,  aged  25.  has  three  caps 
but  has  only  started  one  inter¬ 
national.  in  Norway  last  June  when 
he  scored  in  a  4-2  defeat  He  made 
his  Welsh  debut  four  years  ago  as  a 
substitute  in  the  3-0  defeat  by  the 
Soviet  Union  in  Tblisi,  and  did  not 
make  another  appearance  until  die 
Norway  match.  He  made  a  brief 
appearance  against  Scotland. 

Alan  Davies,  of  Newcastle 
United,  is  thq  only  change  from  the 
squad  for  the  Scotland  match.  "Alan 
is  now  a  first  division  regular  and  is 
a  far  fitter  player  than  he  was  12 
months  ago.”  England  said.  "He  is 
highly  talented  and  can  start  to 
show  us  what  he  can  do." 

England  is '  still  angry  at  the 
penalty  decision  which  gave  the 
Scots  a  point  at  Ninian  Park.  “The 
referee's  decision  cost  us  a  trip  to 
Mexico,"  be  said.  "We  feel  we  did 
enough  to  justify  going  to  Ibe  finals, 
and  we  all  thought  it  was  going  to  be 
our  year. 

"Failure  to  qualify  was  the  biggest 
disappointment  we  have  had.  I  just 
wish  Scotland  had  scored  a  good  -  it 
would  have  made  it  easier  to  accept. 
We  must  now  pick  ourselves  up  and 
look  ahead  to  the  European 
championship  in  1988.  Hungary 
have  their  best  team  for  years  and 
will  be  a  good  yardstick. 

"I  had  hundreds  of  letters 
following  the  Scotland  game  from 
Wales  fans  expressing  their  disap¬ 
pointment  and  I  hope  that  they 
come  along  in  large  numbers  next 
week  and  give  the  players  a  boost" 

Hungary  were  the  fust  European 
side  to  clinch  a  place  in  the  World 
Cup  finals  with  a  3-0  victory  in 
Austria  in  April,  which  maintained 
their  1 00  per  cent  record  in  group 
five,  with  1 0  points  from  five  games. 
They  lost  their  last  match,  1-0  at 
home  to  The  Netherlands.

The  WBC  had  demanded  that 
Spinks  drop  one  of  his  titles 
following  his  victory  against  the  IBF 
heavyweight  champion,  Larry 
Holmes,  last  month. 

Spinks  has  offered  to  stage 
exhibition  bouts,  with  the  co-oper¬ 
ation  of  the  WBC.  to  raise  funds  for 
earthquake-stricken  Mexican  famil¬ 
ies.

They  had 
succeeded  transparently  in 
drawing  politics  into  the  sport¬ 
ing  arena,  even  if  the  meeting 
was  initiated  by  Juan  Sama¬ 
ranch,  the  president  of  the  IOC, 
as  an  act  of  goodwill. 

The  North  Koreans  have 
everything  to  gain,  the  South 
everything  to  lose,  having  spent 
millions  of  dollars  in  preparing 
for  the  Games,  for  which  they 
were  democratically  elected 
hosts  in  1981,  by  the  voting  of 
the  IOC  members.  The  IOCs 
reputation  is  now  on  the  line  for 
upholding  their  own  decision 
and  the  terms  of  their  charter. 

North  not  interested 
in  compromises 

The  North  Koreans'  cam¬ 
paign  is  to  attempt  to  oblige  the 
South  Koreans  and  the  IOC  to 
agree  to  the  co-hosting  of  the 
Games  in  Pyongyang  and  SeouL 
They  are  not  concerned  with 
such  cosmetic  compromises  as 
the  marching  together  of  the  two 
Korean  teams  at  the  opening 
ceremony  or  the  token  staging  of 
one  or  two  events  in  the  North. 

“We  want  to  host  the  Games 
on  a  50-50  basis,"  Chin  Chung 
Guk,  who  is  ambassador  of  the 
Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  and 
'  ice-president  of  the  North 
Korean  Olympic 
said.  “Tber  Olympic  movement 
faces  a  crisis  and  if  we  are  not 
able  to  achieve  a  joint  hosting  of 
the  Games,  there  will  be  the 
probability  of  another  boycott  by 
many  countries".  That  remains 
to  be  seen. 

An  overture  to  the  North 
Korean  demands  -  which  were 
being  expressed  yesterday  at 
seperate  meetings  of  North  and 
South  with  the  IOC,  to  be 
followed  by  a  joint  meeting  this 
morning  -  appeared  in  yester¬ 
day's  edition  of  Rodong  Shin- 
man,  tbe  workers  Communist 
national  newspaper  in  Pyon¬ 
gyang  ... 

An  editorial  claimed  that 
South  Korea  was  “a  colony  and 
military  base  of  the  United 
States'*  and  that  never  in  100 
years  “had  the  Olympics  been 
hosted  by  a  puppet  colony".  The 
editorial  said  that  an  Olympic 
Games  in  Seoul  would  freeze  the 
division  between  the  Ninth  and 
South,  and  alleged  that  the 
South  Korean  Government  was 
“stiffling  opposition  to  the 
Olympics  by  South  Korean  anti¬ 
fascists'’,  and  was  decrying  the 
"justified  proposal  for  co-host- 
ing".  There  was  no  mention  of 
recent  mutual  attempts  to  open 
the  border  to  families  separted 
by  the  1950  to  53  war. 

The  North  Koreans  suggest 
that  the  Olympic  charter  con¬ 
tains  no  object] os  to  co-hosting 
and  that  a  precendent  was 
established  by  the  staging  of  the 
equestrian  events  in  1956  in

Satellite 
racing 
ready  for 
lift-off 

Beuing  shops  are  ready  to  enter 
the  space  age.  A  revolutionary 
system  of  relaying  live  racing  by 
satellite  to  the  shops  was  unveiled  in 
London  yesterday,  and  if.  a<. 
expected,  legislation  to  allow 
television  in  beuing  shops  is 
confirmed  next  February  it  could  be 
operational  within  a  year. 

Satellite  Racing  Services,  the 
company  behind  the  idea,  plan  to 
transmit  pictures  and  commentary 
from  the  courses  to  a  central  editing 
point,  probably  in  London,  and  then 
link  the  service  to  a  satellite,  from 
which  ii  will  be  distributed  into  the 
service  at  the  central  site. 

Each  bating  shop  will  be 

equipped  with  a  receiving  dish 
about  a  metre  in  diameter. 

The  scheme  already  has  some 
powerful  supporters,  including  the 
bookmakers  themselves,  the  Tote 

and  the  Racecourse  Association, 
with  the  bookmakers  playing  a 
major  role  in  its  administration. 

Initial  costs  -  the  financial  details 
have  >ei  to  be  finalised  -  are 
estimated  at  £40m.  The  cost  to  an 
individual  shop  would  be  about 
£5.500  per  annum  for  a  six-screen 
service  which  will  include  live 
action  from  one  horse  and  one 
greyhound  meeting  each  day.

For  most  people,  home  is  a  box.  The

Not  surprisingly,  therefore,  there  is 
considerable  interest  in  the  odd  and 
unusual  property,  and  although  most 
potential  buyers  might  finally  step 
back  from  moving  into  a  lighthouse 
or  a  Martel! o  tower,  someone  always 
will.  Windmills  are  popular,  and  there 
appears  to  be  a  market  for  under¬ 
ground  houses  -  one,  admittedly  only 
the  second  to  be  built  in  Britain,  was 
featured  in  The  Times  on  Monday. 

Estate  agents  enthusiastically 
emphasize  the  unusual  even  when  the 
property  is  not  in  the  least  odd.  but 
examples  of  properties  which  are  in 
some  respects  different  from  the  box. 
and  in  some  cases  positively  eccen¬ 
tric,  are  always  on  the  market 

While  it  is  not  odd,  a  railway 
station  is  without  doubt  an  unusual 
home.  Cubitt  and  West's  office  in 
Petworth,  Sussex,  has  for  sale  the 
former  station  at  Petworth,  a  late 
Victorian  building  opened  as  a  station 
in  1892  by  the  Duke  of  Connaught, 
and  privately  acquired  for  conversion 
in  about  1977. 

The  modernization,  carried  out 
under  the  artistic  direction  of  Peter 
Martin  and  Derek  Fox.  retains  the 
historic  character  and  distinctive  style 
of  the  building,  which  is  of  fully 
insulated  timber  on  a  brick  base,  with 
a  slate  roof. 

It  is  planned  as  three  separate 
bedroom  suites  surrounding  the 
principal  reception  room,  which 
measures  nearly  3011  by  20ft  and  has 
the  original  ticket  hatches,  which  still 
work,  and  a  Victorian  open  fireplace. 

The  east  wing  has  two  bedrooms, 
and  the  west  wing  contains  the  main 
bedroom,  reached  by  a  wrought  iron 
circular  stairway,  and  a  fourth 
bedroom.  Outside  there  is  access  to 
the  former  platform,  bordering  the 
lawn,  while  the  old  line  leads  to 
woodland.  The  agents  are  seeking 
offers  around  £120,000  for  the 
property,  which  stands  in  more  than 
two  acres. 

More  eccentric  are  two  lowers 
which  are  for  sale.  The  first  is  called 
The  Tower,  a  neatly  coined  name, 
adjoining  Hadlow  Castle,  near  Ton- 
bridge,  Kent.  This  noble  pile  near 
Hadlow  village  was  designed  by 
George  Ledwell  Taylor,  architect  to- 
the  Admiralty,  in  the  second  half  of 
the  1 8th  century. 

It  is  1 70ft  high,  and  constructed  on 
seven  floors  with  a  lookout  lantern  on 
top.  Under  Department  of  the 
Environment  supervision,  the  tower 
has  recently  been  restored  by  the 


present  owner  and  now  has  central 
heating-  All  the  rooms  are  octagonal, 
up  to  20ft  in  diameter  at  their  largest; 
some  with  quarry-tiled  floors,  iugh-  _ 
beamed  ceilings  and  stained-glass  . 
windows. 

The  tower  is  set  in  eight  acres  of 
communal  parkland  and  has  what  tbe 
agents  justifiably  describe  as  panor¬ 
amic  views.  -  - 

F.  L_  Mercer  and  Co,  the  London 
agents,  are  asking  £135,000  for  the 
freehold. 

The  second  tower  is  in  Wood 
Street,  in  the  City  of  London,  the 
remaining  part  of  the  Church  of  St 
Alban  built  by  Sir  Christopher  Wren 
between  16S2  and  1697  after  the 
Great  Fire  had  severely  damaged  the 
old  building  It  was  destroyed,  save 
the  tower,  in  the  Second  World  War. 

The  tower's  restoration  is  the  work 
of  Mark  WiJIingaJe  and  Andrew 
Gwatidn.  who  formed  a  company  to 
restore  and  convert  interesting  his¬ 
toric  buildings.  The  tower  now  has 
five  floors,  about  14ft  by  14ft,  and  a 
roof  terrace  protected  by  a  pinnacled 
parapet,  a  19th-century  replacement, 
reached  by  139  steps.  A  small  lift 
could  be  installed. 

Savills.  faced  with  this  extraordi¬ 
nary.  but  most  attractive  building,  is 
not"  entirely  sure  who  will  buy  it.  It 
has  been  lavishly  furnished  to  give  the 
potential  owner  an  idea  of  how  it 
could  look,  with  living  room,  and  the 
lower  floors  set  out  as  offices. 

It  could  suit  an  international 
businessman  needing  an  office  and

living  accommodation  in  London  or  a 
company  looking  for  reception  rooms. 

When  agents  in  the  City  were  asked 
to  estimate  its  value,  the  answers 
ranged  from  £195,000  to  £1.3  million. 
Savills  is  asking  for  offers  of  more 
than  £350.000  for  the  125-year  lease. 

Others,  unusual  as  they  are.  cannot 
quite  match  it.  The  Cirencester  office 
of  Lane  Fox  and  Partners,  with 
Rylands  and  Taylor  and  Fletcher  of 
Stow-on-the-Wold,  are  asking  more 
ihan  £70.000  for  Soneways,  Nor- 
thleach.  Gloucestershire,  a  400-year- 
old  town  house  with  four  bedrooms 
and  three  reception  rooms. 


In  London,  John  D.  Wood  is  selling 
The  Pagoda,  again  aptly  named,  an 
18th-century  house  in  Eliot  Vale. 
Lewisham,  which  is  something,  of  a 
landmark  near  the  heath  at  Black- 
heath.  It  was  built  in  the  1760s  on 
land  belonging  to  the  4th  Earl  of 
Cardigan  and  was  later  used  as  a 
nursery  and  summerhouse  by  Prin¬ 
cess  Caroline,  wife  of  the  Prince 
Regent,  later  George  IV.

Most  of 
the  retirement  homes  by  their  design 
alone  suggest  their  ownership,  while 
starter  homes  generally  appeal  just  to 
those  at  whom  they  are  aimed. 

But  to  suggest  that  these  Harvest 
Homes  should  be  a  child-free 
environment  is  tempting  providence. 
Grandchildren  will  call,  certainly, 
trampling  over  the  Japanese  garden, 
no  doubL 

The  idea  is  good  and  the  houses  are 
atiactively  presented,  but  it  should 
not  be  necessary  to  make  the 
restrictions  so  obvious.

unexpectedly  strong  opposition

Sir  James  Clcminson,  the 
CBI  president,  said  recently  that 
the  scheme  should  be  “thrown 
on  the  bonfire"  and  in  a  speech 
in  Blackpool  last  night  Sir  Ian 
Gilmour,  the  Tory  former 
Cabinet  minister,  said  the 
proposed  abolition  was  widely 
seen  as  a  "misplaced  piece  of 
ideology". 

In  his  speech  to  the  Con 
servative  Party'  Conference 
which  opened  in  Blackpool 
yesterday.  Mr  Fowler  made  no 
direct  mention  of  Serps,  but 
made  plain  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  would  study  carefully  the 
responses  over  pensions  in  the 
consultation  process. 

Government  sources  made 
clear  later  that  the  future  of 
Serps.  which  would  cost  £24bil- 
lion  a  year  by  ihe  year  2040 
according  to  'an  independent 
■study,  is  again  for  discussion. 
There  will  be  a  social  security 
Bill  in  the  new  session  of 
Parliament,  but  it  was  uncertain 
last  night  whether  there  would 
be  proposals  relating  to  Serps  in 
it 

If  Serps  is  retained  it  will  be 
considerably  changed  to  cut  its 
final  cost.  Mr  Fowler  said  it  was 
neither  realistic  nor  fair  to  plan 
for  the  pensions  of  tomorrow  by 
‘'simply  handing  down  a  post¬ 
dated  bill  to  our  children". 

It  was  also  dear  that  if  Serps 
is  to  stay  there  will  be  a  strong 
drive  to  increase  the  number  of 
individual  private  pensions. 

The  Minister  also  reaffirmed 
his  determination  to  push 
through  the  other  main  features 
of  his  review 

He  said  that  the  real  enemies 
of  the  welfare  state  were  not 
those  who  promoted  reform  but 
those  who  sought  to  block  it. 

Sir  Ian,  speaking  to  the  Child 
Poverty  Action  Group,  said  last 
night  that  Mr  Fowler  was  right 
to  claim  that  almost  nobody 
now  advocated  that  Serps 
should  remain  in  its  present 
form,  but  just  about  everybody 
also  agreed  that  it  should  not  be 
abolished. 

The  proposal  was  seen  as  a 
misplaced  piece  of  ideology 
favouring  the  private  sector  at 
all  costs  and  which  would 
merely  lead  to  many  people 
paying  more  and  getting  less.

The  Star  says  it  makes  no  apology 
for  reluming  to  the  subject  of 
unemployment  at  Tory  conference 
time.  “It  is  quite  the  biggest  social 
and  economic  evil  confronting 
Britain  today,  because,  directly  or 
indirectly,  it  affects  every  man, 
woman  and  child,"  it  comments.

The 
Sun's  earnest  wish  is  that  Bemie 
Grant  should  rot  in  helL  It  points 
out  that  he  has  been  adopted  by  the 
Labour  Party  for  its  parliamentary 
seat  at  Tottenham.

This  group  was  caught  enter¬ 
ing  the  country  illegally,  which 
is  a  federal  offence. 

Fortunately  for  them,  how¬

still  be  played  by  adventurous 
young  men  (and  women)  with 
a  lasie  for  dressing  up.  living 
hard  and  taking  risks. 

The  travellers  cross  the 
border  in  the  company  of 
guerrillas  from  one  of  tha 
many  rival  groups  of  Mujahi¬ 
din  *  headquartered  in  and 
around  Peshawar,  capital  of 
the  frontier  province. 

The  Mujahidin  see.  prob¬ 
ably  rightly,  that  these  intrepid 
westerners'  will  provide  them 
the  right  sort  of  publicity 
calculated  to  generate  the 
maximum  return  of  funds  for 
support  of  their  resistance 
cflort. 

So  they  clothe  them  in  the 
standard  frontier  dress  of  a 
dark  cotton  shalwar  and 
kantevz.  the  baggy  pants  and 
long  overshirt  which  has  been 
adopted  all  over  Pakistan, 
together  with  a  Muslim  cap 
and  cloth  turban.  Beards  are 
encouraged.
